In addition to this, the afternoon confer-

B®, Martin, who retires under the age limit, 
and Judge D. Cady Herrick to succeed 
Judge Parker.

Judge Parker assented to the proposition 
that Tammany should name the candidate 
for Governor. 

As to the rest, it can only. be said that 
Mr. Murphy seemed to be having everything 
his own way,.and at the close broke his 
silence to tell the reporters with a beaming 
smile that everything had been very agree- 
able to. him. 

Tt was clearly not ex-Senator Hill's day.

Italian and Wife Thrown from Bed— 
“Black Hand” Work. 


A dynamite bomb or infernal machine 
which had teen put in the doofway of Pog- 
groriale Ciro’s grocery store, at 252 Eliza- 
beth Street exploded at 1:30 o’clock this 
morning, wrecking the store. Ciro and his 
wife, who were sleeping in a rear room, 


were thrown out of their beds. 
Ciro said later to the police that for some 


time he has been receiving letters written in 


red ink, with a skull and crossbones at the 
top of the page, and signed with a “ black 
hand,” in which the writer demanded $2,000, 
with the threat of blowing Ciro and his 
wife into atoms. He paid no heed to the 
letters, as he said he could imagine no 
reason why any one should demand his life. 

On July 28 he received a letter in \which 
he was commanded to meet the writer at 
the end of the Third Avenue elevated road 
on the night of July 28 with $2,000. This 
letter also bore the skull and crossbones 
and wags signed with the black hand. Ciro 
became frightened and turned the letter 
over to the police. They have worked on 
the case ever since, but have not been 
able to learn anything, for Ciro said he 
could give them not the slightest clue to 
the writer. 

Mrs. Ciro was slightly hurt. She was 
sent to the hospital. The police had to 
drive a crowd of excited Italians from the 
street near the building. 


BANK FAILUREAFTER DROWNING 


Dead Cashier and Son Suspected of 
$100,000 Shortage at Grinnell, lowa.

DES MOINES, July 27.—A shortage re- 


ported to be in excess of $100,000 is alleged 
to exist in the affairs of the First National 
Bank of Grinnell, ‘whose cashier, H. C. 
Spencer, and his son, W. C. Spencer, the 


bookkeeper, were drowned in each other's 
arms in a lake near Grinnell ten days ago. 

The doors of the bank are closed and the 
institution is in the hands of. the National 
Bank Examiner. To-night the examiner 
decided to make a statement, and, it is ex- 
pected, a final report will be made to- 
morrow. If the alleged shortage exists it 
would seem that it had been made by the 
elder Spencer in protection of his father, 
Charles H. Spencer, who was the cashier 
of the bank ten years ago. . 

One day he was killed, presumably ac- 
cidentally. Following his death, a shortage 
of $20,000 is alleged to have been discov- 
ered. In some manner the matter was 
straightened out; and depositors lost noth- 
ing. Now it develops that the alleged 
shortage may have been made good by se- 
curities that are worthless, and that these 
have been carried for ten years by H. C. 
Spencer, the cashier who was drowned. 
Whether the grandson’s name will be men- 
tioned in the same connection is proble- 
matical until a complete report has been 
made. 

Following the crown.ng of father and son 
a week ago, no Cy.onei’s inquest was held. 
Their deaths were .irm!y believed to be ac- 
cidental, The son swiuming in the lake, 
had gone beyond iis Grpth, it seemed, and 
his father went to his assistance.

SUBWAY STRIKES THREATEN. 


Possible General Lock-out of Carpenters 
in Tunnel. 


A new factor appeared in the trouble in 
the subway yesterday when the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association decided to 
act. If the strike continues lockouts on a 
\large scale will.be inevitable, including a 
general lockout of the carpenters, who 
have been at work only a week since the 
last lockout. ' 

The General Arbitration Board of the 
Building Trades Employers’) Association, 
which met on Tuesday night at the Build- 
ing Trades Club, did not adjourn until. 8 
o’clock yesterday morning. The subway 
trouble was the last matter to be taken 
up. J. Odell Whitnack, a member of the 
association, has a contract for the doors 
and wood trim of the stations. He had 
ten men at work, and was going to put 
on a iarge force when the strike took 
place. He preferred a grievance to the 
General Arbitration Board against the car- 
penters. The Tucker Electrical Company, 
whose men have struck on the subway, 
also preferred grievances. : 

The Arbitration Board will meet again to- 
morrow and a general lock-out of all the 
carpenters employed by the Master Carnen- 
ters’ Association is on the programme if the 
striking carpenters do not return to work 
this week. A lock-out of the electrical 
workers is also threatened. A general meet- 
ing of the Electrical Workers Union will 
be held this week, at which their strike is 
expected to be called off. 

Chief Engineer S. L. F. Deyo said yester- 
day that though the electrical workers who 
were putting in the electric lights had 
struck in the power house, the power house 
would be turned over to the operating com- 
pany in the time specified. John B. Mc- 
Donald reiterated that the subway would 
be in operation at the time announced. 


WELL-TO-DQ, DIED ON CART. 


John Weed, Worth $100,000, Was Deliv- 
ering Ton of Coal.

HARRISON, N,. Y., July 27.—Estimated 
to be worth a hundred thousand dollars, 
John Weed, who for fifty years had deliy- 
ered coal to the residents of Harrison, Rye, 
and Milton Point, died of heart disease this 
ufternoon in one of his wagons, while he 
was delivering a ton of coal to a customer. 
No one saw Mr. Weed, who was seventy* 
eight years old, fall from his seat, and his 
faithful horse. whem he had driven for 
twenty years, took his body to his office. 

The hands of his old gold watch, which 
he prized very highly and which he had 
said had not stopped in years, pointed to 
4:50 o’clock, the time at which Dr. E. L.

Mr. Weed died,

A sa- 
lute of the British flag must also be con- 
ceded and the future protection-of neutral 
shipping must be assured. 

The attitude of the British Government is 
the result of the thorough consideration 
given to the reports received from Sir 
Claude Macdonald, the British Minister at 
Tokio, and the examination of interna- 
tional law authorities by legal experts. 
The dispatches from Sir Claude confirm the 


reports that the Knight Commander had 


no contraband of war on board. The Gov- 
ernment and all the British authorities, it 
is asserted unite on the point that there 
was no justification for the sinking of the 
vessel, 

It is felt in. Government circles that the 
Knight Commander incidént overshadows 
the Red Sea seizures, which have prac- 
tically been adjusted, but which have 
failed to settle the question of the rights 
of neutral commerce, 


Russia May Delay Reply. 


In the light of the declaration of the Rus- 
sian Government respecting contraband of 
war, made thre weeks after hostilities com- 
menced, no representations haye been made 
by Count Benckendorff, the Russian Am- 
bassador, to Fcoreign*®ecretary Lansdowne 
regarding the Knight Commander, the Am- 
bassador not having received advices from 
St. Petersburg on the subject, nor is it 
seen by the Russian @plomats how it is 
possible for their Government to make a 
prompt answer to the British demands. 

Tt is not known when the Vladivostok 
Squadron will return to port. The com- 
mander of the squadron, it is pointed out, 
unquestionab!y seized the papers of the 
vessel, including her manifest, and there- 
fore will be able to present reasons to 
show why he sank the ship, and with these 
reasons in their possession the Russian au- 
thorities will he able to complete their 
answer.to the British representations. 

In the opinion of the Russian diplomats 
the cargo, or at least a portion of the 
cargo of the*Knight Commander, was con- 
traband of war under the Russian declara- 
tion. The bridgework among the cargo is 
said to have been destined for the Fu-San- 
Soul’ Railroad, which the Japanese are 
building for military purposes. The Rus- 
sian declaration also announced that rice 
and other foodstuffs are contraband if sent 
at the enemy's cost or order. 

Attention Is specifically called to the fea- 
ture of the declaration saying that “ neu- 
tral ships with contraband of war of any 
sort can, according to circumstances, be 
not only seized, but also confiscated.” If 
the ship can be confiscated, it is contended, 
she can be sunk as well. 

While Russia holds that her declaration 
has never been seriously questioned, the 
‘British authorities claim that the British 
Ambassador at St, Petersburg first specif- 
ically reserved the rights of.-his Gevern- 
ment in case 6f an emergency arising, and,’ 
later, filed objections against the various 
provisiong of the declaration. ‘The United 
States also reserved her rights when ac- 
knowledging the receipt of the Russian 
déclaration. ; 


~ American Declaration Sought. 


The British authorities are persistent in 
their desire to induce the. United States to 
make a declaration in respect to the policy 
it: proposes to pursue in the matter of the 
protection of commerce, but nothing has 
yet been done so far as is known here, and 
the authorities are looking forward with in- 
tense interest to the result of the delibera- 
tions of President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hay.

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THIEF SHOT ON STREET 


House Breaker Mortally Hurt in 
Wild Break for Liberty. 


CONFESSED MANY ROBBERIES 


Got Away from Officers After Arrest 
and Was Brought Down After 
Race of Blocks. 


In a desperate attempt to escape arrest 
which was attended by some sensational 
gunplay in the streets of Harlem last night, 
William Daly, eighteen years old, and a 
self-confessed hotel and flat thief, was 
shot and in all probability mortally wound- 


ed by Detective McAvoy of the West One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street Station. 

There have been a great many flat rob- 
beries recently in the One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street section of Harlem, ahd 
the police have been kept constantly on 
the jump. At about 5:30 yesterday after- 
noon Detective McAvoy, with Detectives 
Horton and Bla¢k of the West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street Station, was 
in a pawnshop at the corner of One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth Street and Eighth Ave- 
nue, ooking over the books in an effort 
to trace some goods stolen a couple of 
days ago from a flat on West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-etghth Street. While 
they were standing at the counter Daly en- 
tered the pawnshop carrying a big bundle. 
He was nattily dressed and did not look 
like a burglar, but for all that McAvoy 
was suspicious. Daly, however, was quick- 
witted. He sized up the trio for plain- 
clothes men and when he saw that he was 
being observed, tried to bluff it through. 
He walked boldly up to the counter and 
addressed the clerk, saying: 

“I pawned a coat here a couple of weeks 
ago, and I’ve lost the ticket. Can you 
tell me what to do to get my coat back. I 
wil! need it for to-morrow.” 

The clerk told him that he must find the 
ticket or he would lose his coat. Daly 
picked up his bundle and walked out of the 
shop. McAvoy and the other detectives 
followed him. Before he had gone a block 
McAvoy grabbed him by the arm and point- 
ed to a near-by hallway. 

“I want to talk to you,” McAvoy said. 
“What have you got in that bundle? ”’ 

Daly said there was clothing in the bun- 
dle, and opened it. The first thing to roll 
out was a tunch of skeleton keys and the 
next a neatly made and businesslike con- 
trivance for picking locks. 

‘“‘ What are you doing with these things? ’”’ 
demanded McAvoy. “The youth said that he 
had found them in the street and just taken 
them aleng. The detective then told him 
he had better come to the station house and 
do some more explaining. 

By tls time a hig crowd had collected 
about the entrance to the hallway. Detec- 
tive McAvoy for that reason took his pris- 


oner back to One Hundred and Thirtieth | 


Street and started west: toward ‘St. Nic 
olas Avenue. The other detectives follow 
a little -dtstance behindwnd kept the crowd 
“away.

Makes Light of Democrats’ Claim for 
‘Support— Echoes Cannon’s Asser- 
tion That Ensmies Dare Not 
Tell Truth,

OYSTER BAY, July 27.—President Roosee 


velt was formally notified to-day that he 
had been chosen as the standard bearer of 
the party by .he Republicans, andthe 
President accepted the nomination tendered 
to Aim. The notification ceremonies went 
off with smoothness and dispatch. 

It was a great day on Sagamore Hill, and 
in Oyster Bay as well. The town was early 
astir in anticipation, and was gay with 
bunting, the American flag, and the Presi- 
dent’s picture being displayed everywhere. 
Decorators had also been busy along the 
three-mile route to the President’s housé, 
and every hundred feet or so big flags were 


strung across the road, while similar deco- 
rations. were displayed from nearly every 
one of the handsome houses that line the 
route to the President’s mansion.

Roosevelt ‘was attired in a filmy gown of 
white lawn and. lace,- and wore a topaz 
necklace, She had a pleasant word of 
greeting for every one of. her husband's 
guests. Miss Alice greeted many of the 
guests whom she knew as they went out 
on the wide verandas, 

“Uncle Joe”? Cannon moved from group 
to group on the verandas, and shouts of. 
laughter followed him everywhere. Final- 
ly, after a lot of desultory talk among the 
guests, the sombreness and hotness of 
whose attire was emphasized by the white, 
tilmy gowns of the women, some one 
dragged out two small wooden benches to 
the spot where Speaker Cannon was stand- 
ing and informed him that they constituted 
the rostrum. 

“Are you going to break away from 
your text as you did in Chicago?” asked 
Edward Lauterbach. 

“No, Sir,’’ answered the Speaker: “I’m 
going to read my speech; it’s seven minutes 
long—first time I ever read anything seven 
minutes long in my life.” 

As the Speaker drew his speech from his 
pocket and bowed to the applause that 
greeted him, the President took up a posi- 


tion at his right hand, Mr. Cannon’s eleva- * 


tion giving him the opportunity to speak 
directly at the President’s head. Once the 
President interrupted Mr. Cannon’s address, 
It was while he was speaking on Mr. Roose- 
velt’s actions in the Panama Canal matter, 
The President was following him closely. 


“They Dare Not Tell the Truth.” 


“They dare not tell the truth about your 
official actions and then condemn them,” 
he. thundered, 

“That's pertectly true,” said the Presi- 
dent, with his usual emphasis. “‘ That's 
perfectly true.”

SPEAKER CANNON’S ADDRESS. 


Says Roosevelt Keeps Up Party Record 
for “‘ Doing Things.” 


Speaker Cannon’s address was as follows: 

Mr. President: The people of the United 
States, by blood, heredity, education, and 
praétice, are a self-governing people. We 
have sometimes been ‘subject to prejudice 
and embarrassment from harmful condi- 
tions, but: we have outgrown prejudice and 
overcome conditions as rapidly as possible, 
having due regard to law and the rights of 
individuals.

The 
world fell in our debt last year $470,000,000, 
an increase of $75,000,000 over the preced- 
ing year. 


Parker and His Telegram. 


This policy of protection has always been 
oposed by the opponents of the Republican 
Party, and is opposed by them to-day.

In the history of the Republic, in time of 
peace, no Executive has had greater ques- 
tions to deal with than yourself, and none 
have brought greater courage, wisdom, and 
patrigtion to their solution. You have en- 

orced the law against the mighty and the 
lowly without fear, favor, or partiality. 
Under the Constitution you have recom- 
mended legislation to Congress from time 
to time, as it was your. uty to do, and 
when it was passed by Congress, have ap- 
proved it. You have, under the Constitu- 
tion, led in making a treaty which was rat- 
ified by the Senate and is approved by the 
people, which not only assures, but, under 
the law and appropriations made by Con- 
gress, proceeds with, the construction of 
the Panama Canal. 


Record for “ Doing Things.” 


The Republican Party, under your leader- 
ship, keeps its record fromthe beginning 
under Lincoln of doing things, the right 
thing at the right time and in the right 
way, notwithstanding the opposition of 
those who oppose the right policies from 
the selfish or partisan standpoint. They 
dare not tell the truth about your official 
action or the record of the party and then 
condemn it. They can, for selfish or parti- 
San reasons, abuse you personally and mis- 
represent the party which you lead.

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 


His Defense of His Party and Its 
Platform. 


President Roosevelt’s speech of accept- 
ance was as follows: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Noti- 
fication Committee: I am deeply sensible 
of the high honor conferred upon me by 
the representatives of the Republican Party 
assembled in convention, and I accept the 
nomination for the Presidency with solemn 
realization of the obligations I assume. I 
heartily approve the declaration of prin- 
ciples which the Republican National Con- 
vention has adopted, and at some future 
day I shall communicate to you, Mr. Chair- 
man, more at length and in detail a formal 
written acceptance of the nomination. 

Three years ago I became President be- 
cause of the death of my lamented prede- 
cessor. I then stated that it was my purpose 
to carry out his principles and policies for 
the honor and the interest of the country. 
To the best of my ability I have kept the 
promise thus made. If next November my 
countrymen confirm at the polls the action 
of the convention you represent, I shall, 
under Providence, continue to work with 
an eye single to the welfare of all our 
people. 

A party is of worth only in so far as it 
promotes the National interest, and every 
official, high or low, can serve his party 
best by rendering to the people the best 
service of which he is capable. Effective 
government comes only as the result of the 
loyal co-operation of many different per- 
sons. The members of a legislative ma- 
jority, the officers in the various depart- 
ments of the Administration, and the 
legislative and executive branches a8 
toward each other, must work together 
with subordination of self to the common 
end of successful government. We who 
have been intrusted with power as public 
servants during the past seven years of 
administration and legislation now come 
befgre the people content to be judged by 


our reeord of achievement. In the years 
that have gone by we have made the deed 
square with the word; and if we are con- 
tinued in power we _ shall unswervingly 
follow out the great lines of public policy 
which the Republican Party has already 
laid down; a public policy to which we are 
giving, and shall give, a united, and there- 
ore an efficient, support. 


The Appeals of Two Parties. 


In all of this we are more fortunate than 
our opponents, who now appeal for contfi- 
dence on the ground, which some express 
and some seek to have confidentially un- 
derstood, that if triumphant they may be 
trusted to prove false to every principle 
which in the last eight years they have 
laid down as vital, and to leave undisturbed 
those very acts of the Administration be- 
cause of which they ask that the Adminis- 


tration itself be driven from power. Seem- 
ingly their present attitude as to their past 
record is that some of them were mistaken 
and others insincere. We make-our appeal 
in a bal ef different spirit. We are not 
constrained to keep silent on anv vital. 
question; we are divided on no vital ques- 
tion; our policy is continuous, and is the 
same for all sections and localities. There 
is nothing experimental about the Govern- 
ment we ask the people to continue in 
power, for our performance in the past, 
our proved governmental efficiency, is a 
guarantee as to our promises for the future. 
Our opponents, either openly or secretly, 
according to their several temperaments, 
now ask the people to trust their present 
promises in consideration of the fact that 
cher intend to treat their past promises as 
null and void. We know our own minds, 
and we have kept of the same mind for a 
sufficient length of time to give to our 
olicy coherence and sanity. In such a 
undamental matter as the enforcement of 
the law we do not have iy! depend upon 
pores, but merely to ask that our record 
taken as an earnest of what we shall 
continue to do, 


Making the Trusts Obey Laws, 


In dealing with the great organizations 
known as trusts, we do not have to explain 
why the laws were not enforced, but to 
point out that they actually have been en- 
foreed and that legislation has been enact- 
ed to increase the effectiveness of their 
enforcement. We do not haye to propose 
to “turn the rascals out,” for we have 


shown in very deed that whenever by dili- 
~~ investigation a public official can be 
ound who has betrayed his trust he will 
be punished to the full extent of the law 
without regard to whether he was gppoint- 
ed under a ublican or a Democratic Ad- 
ministration. This is the efficient way to 
turn the rascals out and to keep them out, 
end it has the merit of sincerity. ~More- 


Assuredly it is unwise to change the 
policies which have worked so well and 
which are now working so well. Prosperity 
has come at home. The National honor and 
interest have been upheld abroad. We have 
placed the finances of the Nation upon a 
sound gold basis. We have done this with 
the aid of many who were formerly our op- 
ponents, but who would neither openly sup- 
port nor silently acquiesce in the heresy of 
unsound finance; and we have done it 
against the convinced and violent opposition 
of the mass of our present opponents who 
still refuse to recant the unsound opinions 
which for the moment they think it inex- 
pedient to assert. We know what we mean 
when we speak of an honest and stable cur- 
rency. We mean the same pre | from year 
to year. We do not have to avoid a definite 
and conclusive committal on the most im- 
portant issue which has recently been be- 
fore the people, and which may at any time 
in the near future be before them again. 
Upon the principles which underlie this 
issue the convictions of half of our number 
do not clash with those of the other half. 
So long as the Republican Party is in power 
the gold standard is settled, not as a matter 
of temporary political expediency, not _be- 
cause of shifting conditions in the produc- 
tion of gold in certain mining centres, but 
in accordance with what we regard as the 
fundamental principles of National mo- 
rality and wisdom. 


Every Dollar Worth a Dollar. 


Under the financial legislation which we 
have enacted there is now ample circulation 
for every business need; and every dollar 
of this circulation is worth a dollar in gold. 
We have reduced the interest-bearing debt, 


and in still larger measure the interest on 
that debt, All of the war taxes imposed 
during the Spanish war have been removed 
with a view to relieve the people and to 
prevent the accumulation of an unnecessary 
surplus, The result is that hardly ever be- 
fore have the expenditures and income of 
the Government so closely corresponded. 
In the fiscal year that has just closed the 
excess of income over the ordinary ex- 
penditures was $9,000,000. This does not 
take account of the fifty millions expended 
out of the accumulated surplus for the pur- 
chase of the Isthmian Canal. It is an ex- 
traordinary proof of the sound financial 
condition of the Nation that instead of fol- 
lowing the usual course in such matters and 
throwing the burden upon posterity by an 
issue of bonds, we were able to make the 
ayment outright and yet after it to have 
n the Treasury a surplus of $161,000,000. 
Moreover, we were able to pay this $50,000,- 
000 out of hand without causing the slight- 
est disturbance to business conditions. 


Tariff Readjustment. 


We have enacted a tariff law under which 
during the past few years the country has 
attained a height of material well-being 
never before reached. Wages are higher 
than ever before. That whenever the need 
arises there should be a readjustment of 


the tariff schedules is undoubted; but such 
changes can with safety be made only by 
those whose devotion to the principle of a 
protective tariff is beyond question; for 
otherwise the changes would amount not 
to readjustment but to repeal. The read- 
justment when made must maintain and 
not destroy the protective principle. To the 
farmer, the merchant, the manufacturer 
this is vital, but perhaps no other man is 
s0 much interested as the wage-worker in 
the maintenance of our present economic 
syatenn. both as regards the finances and 
the tariff. The standard of living of our 
wage-workers is higher than that of any 
other country, and it cannot so remain un- 
less we have a protective tariff which shall 
always keep as a minimum a rate of duty 
sufficient to cover the difference between 
the labor cost here and abroad. 


Tariff Repeal. 


Those who, like our opponents, “ de- 
nounce protection as a robbery,” thereby 
explicitly commit themselves to the propo- 
sition that if they were to revise the tariff 
no heed would be paid to the necessity of 
meeting this difference between the stand- 
ards of living tor wage-workers here and in 


other countries; and therefore on this point 
their gotegoniem to our position is funda- 
mental. ere again we ask that their 
promises and ours be judged by what has 
been done in the immediate past. We ask 
that sober and sensible men compare the 
workings of the pfesent tariff law, and the 
conditions which obtain under it, ‘with the 
workings of the preceding tariff law of 
1894 and the conditions which that tariff 
of 1894 helped to bring about. 

We believe in reciprocity with foreign na- 
tions on ithe terms outlined in President 
McKinley’s last speech, which urged the 
extension of our foreign markets y reci- 
procal agreements whenever they could be 
made without injury to American industry 
and labor. It is a singular fact that the 
only at reciprocity treaty recently adopt- 
ed—that with Cuba—was finally opposed 
almost alone by the representatives of the 
very party which now states that it favoru 
reciprocity. And here again we ask that 
the worth of our words be judged by com- 
paring their deeds with ours. 


The Cuban Treaty, 


On this Cuban reciprocity treaty there 
Were at the outset grave differences ot 
opinion among ourselves, and the notable 
thing in the negotiation and ratification of 
the treaty, and in the legislation which car- 
ried it into effect, was the highly practical 


manner in which without sacrifice of - 
ciple these differences of opinion ta hal 
onciled. There was no rupture of a great 
party, but an excellent practical outcome, 
the result of the harmonious co-operation 
of two successive Presidents and two suc- 
cessive Congresses. This is an illustration 
of the governing ey which entitles us 
to the confidence of the people, not only in 
our purposes, but in our practical ability 
to achieve those purposes. Judging by the 
history of the last twelve years, down to 
this very month, is there justification for 
peewing that, under similar circumstances 
and with similar initial differences of opin- 
ion our opponents would have achieved 
any practical result? 

We have already shown in actual fact 
that our porey is to do fair and equal jus- 
tice to all men, paying no heed to whether 
a man is rich or poor; paying no heed to 
his race, his creed, or his birthplace. 


Capital and Labor—One Law. 


We recognize the organization of capital 
and the organization of labor as natural 
outcomes of our industrial system. Each 
kind of organization is to be favored so 
long as it acts in a spirit of justice and of 
regard for the rights of others, Each is to 
be granted the full protection of the law, 
and each in turn is to be held to a strict 
obedience to the law, for no man is above 
it and no man below it. The humblest in- 
dividual is to have his rights safeguarded 
as scrupulously as those of the strongest 
organization, for each is to receive justice, 
no more and no less. The problems with 
which we have to deal in our modern in- 


_dustrial and social life are manifold, but 


the ns gh in which it is necessary to ap- 
roach their solution is simply the spirit of 
onesty, Or courage, and of common sense, 
In inaugurating the great work of irriga- 
tion in the West the Administration has 
been enabled by Congress to take one of 
the longest strides ever taken under our 
Government toward utilizing our vast na- 
tional domain for the settler, the actual 
home-maker. 


The Panama Canal, 


Ever since this continent was discov- 
ered the need of an Isthmian Canal to con- 
nect the Pacific.and the Atlantic has been 
recognized; and ever since the birth of 
our Nation such a canal has been planned. 
At last the dream has become a reality, 


The Ysthmian Cana! is now being built by 
the Government of the United States. We 
conducted the negotiation for its construc- 
tion with the nicest and most scrupulous 
honor, and in a spirit of the largest gen- 
erosity toward those through whose ter- 
ritory it was to run. very sinister 
effort which could be devised by the spirit 
of faction or the spirit of self-interest was 
made in order to defeat the treaty with 
Panama and thereby prevent the coOnsum- 
mation of this work. The construction of 
the canal is now an assured fact; but most 
certainly it is unwise to entrust the carry- 
ing out of so momentous a er to those 
who have endeavored to defeat the whole 
undertaking. 

Our foreign policy has been so conducted 
that, while not one of our just claims 
has been sacrificed, our relations with all 
foreign nations are now of the most peace- 
ful kind; there is not a cloud on the hori- 
zon. The last cause of irritation between 
us and any other nation was removed by 
the settlement of the Alaskan boundary. 


Justice to Guba. 


In the Caribbean Sea we have made good 
our promises ef independence to Cuba, 
and have proved our assertion that our mis- 


-sion in the island, was one of justice and, 


not of self-aggrandizement; and thereby 


. gone 
trengthenin tion 
er with I for th 
rights of others, and for the cauge of inter 
national justice and good will. 

We earnestly desire friendship with all 
the nations of the New and gis Worlds; 
and we endeavor to place our relations 
them upon a basis of reciprocal advantage 
instead of hostility. We hold that the pros- 
perity of each nation is an aid and not a 

indrance to the prosperity of other na- 
tiens, We seek international amity for the 
same reasons that make us believe in peace 
within our own borders; and we seek this 

ce not because-we are afraid or wareed , 

ut because we think that peace t 
as well as advantageous. 

American interests in the Pacific have 
rapidly grown. American enterprise has 
laid a cable across this, the greatest of 
oceans. e have proved in effective 
fashion that we wish the Chinese Empire 
well and desire its integrity and inde- 


pendence, 
The Philippines. 


Our foothold in the Philippines greatly 
strengthens our position in the competition 
for the trade of the Hast; but we are gov- 
erning the Philippines in the interest of 
the Philippine people themselves. We have 
already given them a large share in their 


government, and our purpose is to in- 
crease this share as rapidly as they give 
evidence of increasing fitness for the task. 
The great majority of the officials of the 
islands, whether elective or appointive, are 
already native Filipinos. We are now ae 
yeding for a le ative easembiy. This is 
the first step to be taken in the future; 
and it would be eminently unwise to declare 
what our next step will be until this first 
step has been taken and the results are 
manifest, To have gone faster than we 
have already gone in giving the islanders 
a constantly increasing measure of self- 
government would have been disastrous. 

t the present moment to give political 
independence to the islands would result In 
the immediate loss of civil rights, personal 
liberty, and public order, as regards the 
mass of the Filipinos, for the majority of 
the islanders have been given these great 
boons by us, and only keep them because 
we vigilantly safeguard and guarantee 
them. To withdraw our Government from 
the islands at this time would mean to 
the average native the loss of his persy~ 
won civil freedom. We have established in 
the islands a Government by Americans 
assisted by Filipinos. We are steadily striv- 
ing to transform this into self-government 
by the Filipinos assisted by Americans. 

The princ pies which we uphold should 
appeal to all our countrymen, in all por- 
tions of our country. Above all they should 
give us strength with the men and wo- 
men who are the spiritual heirs of those 
who upheld the hands of Abraham Lin- 
coln; for we are striving to do our work 
in the spirit with which Lincoln approached 
his. During the seven years that have just 
passed there is no duty, domestic or for- 
eign, which we have shirked; no necessary 
task which we have feared to undertake. 
or which we have not performed with 
reasonable hv tae gs We have néver 
pleaded impotence. e have never sought 
refuge in criticism and complaint instead 
of action. We face the future with our 
past and our present as guarantors of our 
promises; and we are content to stand or to 
fall by the record which we have made 
and are making.

many was not-tied up to the candidacy of 
Mayor McClellan for Governor. 

He admitted that he would like to see 
McClellan Governor of New York, but he 

as not sure that at the time the State 

onvention held it would prove to be good 
policy to nominate him. In a certain con- 
tingency, which he explained, it would be 
impolitic, Should that event not arise his 
preference would be for McClellan. But as 
things stood the Governorship was an open 
question, and one not likely to be closed 
very soon, 

Whoever the candidate might be, howev- 
er, Mr. Murphy argued that New York City 
should be allowed to name him. He put 
this on the groiind that as the Presidential 
candidate came from up State, the city 
was entitled to the next best place. Judge 
Parker conceded this, and agreed New 
York City ought to have the naming of the 
candidate. 

The Conway boom for Attorney General 
was put by Mr. Murphy on the ground that 
it would whip into line that part of the 
State which defeated Bird §. Coler for 
Governor in 1902. He also spoke of the 
nomination of Justice Herrick for the Court 
of Appeals to succeed Judge Parker. It 
was the fued between the Herrick and 
Smith-Weed factions which beat Coler in 
spite of the unprecedented majority he 
rolled up in New York City.’ 


To Placate Herrick Faction. 


Conway has always been a Herrick man, 
and as such has been ruled out of two 
State conventions where Hill was in con- 
trol. He has twice been nominated for 
Attorney General, and each time, Mr. Mur- 
phy pointed out, has run ahead of his ticket. 
Mr. Murphy insisted on his nomination on 
the ground of harmony. He argued that 
the Hill faction had won at St. Louis, and 
that in order to secure harmony and carry 
the State all other factions ought to be 
conciliated. The Hill people would naturally 
support Parker; the other side must be 
Dlacated. Coler’s fate could be avoided by 
both Judge Parker and the Gubernatorial 
candidate if the Herrick faction were pla- 
cated, 

The Herrick faction are undoubtedly in 
alliance with Murphy now. Conway slipped 
into town yesterday and slipped out again 
without being seen by anybody but Judge 
Parker, To-day he returned with Mr, Mur- 
phy to plead his cause. There is every evi- 
dence that if Murphy can land the nomina- 
tions of Conway and Herrick he can get 
the Clinton County support in the State 
Convention and annex it to his column in 
his fight against Hill for State control. 

Notwithstanding this the Judge did not 
discourage Mr. Murphy’s proposition, and 
it is understood that when Mr. Hill arrived 
later and was informed of it he raised no 
strong objection. Murphy’s watchword 
throughout uas been harmony, and none of 
the others could gainsay his argument that 
the placating of the other factions would 
be necessary to success.

elected to that office. The committee had 
never met nor organized. It was the cus- 
tom for the first man elected to be Chair- 
man, but an election could at any time 
upset that custom if the committee chose 
to take such action. 

As to the Chairmanship of the State Com- 
mittee,\Mr. Murphy thought Cord Meyer 
could be got out of that office in one way 
or another, and he wanted it done. He dis- 
played the strongest hostility to Mr, Meyer, 

Devery’s Lieutenant Appears. 

Practically all the important matters of 
the conference were out of the way when 
the train containing the National Commit- 
tee arrived, There were two carloads, but 
not all the committee came, and not all 
who came were members of the committee, 
August Belmont, Asa Bird Gardiner, 
** Charlie" Edwards of Texas, and a num- 
ber of other outsiders appeared, prominent 
among them being ex-Assemblyman 
* Dick " Butler and ex-Congressman Ryan, 
who came on behalf of William 8S. Devery 
to assure the candidate of “ Big Bill's” 
loyalty. 

All the available rigs in town had been 
impressed into service. They varied from 
carriages driven by men in livery to an- 
cient carryalls driven by farmhands. Such 
@ procession as went up the hill has never 
before been seen’ in Esopus. It was a mo- 
mentoug event and a spectacular one, and 
the decorations on Ames’s general store 
indicated the feeling of ali patriotic Eso- 
pians, 

The train had been held twenty minutes 
to wait for Senator Bailey, who did not 
appear, and consequently it was long after 
the expected time when the first carriage 
appeared at Rosemount. Mr. Murphy re- 
treated to the end of the piazza while the 
Judge, standing at the steps, welcomed the 
newcomers. 

It was noticeable that as soon as the 
visitors had passed from the Judge’s side 
most of them made a bee line for Murphy, 
In a moment the Tammany chief was hold- 
ing a levee of his own. There were two 
crowds, one around the Judge at the steps, 
the other around Mr. Murphy at the end of 
the porch, 

The Judge's wife, mother, ‘ister-in-law, 
and daughter stood near by and the guests 
were presented to them. Asa Bird Gardiner 
stood talking to the ladies for an hour, and 
seemed to be enjoying himself immensely. 

When Mr. Hill first appeared on the 
porch he and Murphy rushed across to 
each other, shaking hands warmly and 
talking for about five minutes in the most 
cordial manner. Then Murphy resumed 
his place at the end of the porch and Hill 
was alone.. 

Hiil’s Solitary Afternoon. 


He stood there solitary in the corner for 
a while and then retired to the opposite 
end of the porch from Murphy and sat 
down. Here he spent most of the rest of 
the afternoon, After a while Dr. Hall, 
who was trying to make every one happy, 
came over and asked: ‘‘Is there anything 
I can do for you, Senator?” 

Mr. Hill reptied in the negative, and Dr, 
Hall went away. Presently the ex-Senator 
saw little Parker Hall wandering around 
with a toy lamp. He called the boy over 
to him and asked him to explain the work- 
ings of the lamp. 

“Jt’s all dark,” said Parker, ‘It don’t 
make any light unless you want it to. 
Then you press a button.”

But Parker didn’t understand, and after 
looking at him doubtfully went away, Mr. 
Hill was dlone again. 

It was about this time that August Bel- 
mont, finding that his Meyer boom had 
collapsed as soon as it was sprung, went 
over to the swing and sat in it. He was 
even more solitary than Mr. Hill. After 
awhile Mr. Belmont came back to the 
porch, but still remained alone. 

Most of those who came had never seen 
Judge Parker before, and they were all sur- 
prised and delighted with him. A general 
idea was voiced by Mayor BH.

“ Busy?” replied Edwards in his foghorn 
voice. ‘* Why, Judge, I'm as busy now as 
a boy in a bumblebee’s nest.” 

The scattering of the guests enabled the 
Judge to resume his conference with Mr. 
Murphy. About this time young Parker 
Hall was seized with the idea that it would 
be a good thing to half-mast the flag. He 
had actually carried out his malign purpose 
when one of the Judge’s stenographers, 
attracted by the shouts of laughter from 
the crowd. ran down to the flagpole and 
hurriedly raised it again. 

The carriages were coming up from the 
oeyewey to take the guests back to the 
station to catch the 4:45 train, when John 
G. Maher of Nebraska noticed the news- 
paper photographers lingering around the 

orch. He is a Bryan man and a personal 
friend of the Nebraskan leader. It struck 
him that it would be a good illustration of 
the harmony prevailing in the Democratic 
Party if the various leaders who have un- 
til lately been hunting each other with 
tomahawks were photographed together.

The Maine men here to- 
day say that Senators Bailey and Daniel 
have promised to speak in Maine. 

“We are going to cut the Republican 
majority in Maine to the old figure of 
15,000," said ‘Frederick W. Plaisted, -the 
Maine member of the Congressional Com- 
mittee. 

“That will be cutting in half the big ma- 
jorities that have been cast in the last eight 
years. We are also going to make a fight 
for Llewellvn Powers’s Congressional dis- 
trict, the Fourth, and we think we can 
carry it.’’ 

One of the Incidents of the day was the 
brief conversation between Mr. Murphy and 
a prominent Democrat from a State which 
was instructed for Hearst at the St. Louis 
Convention. The other man had remarked 
on the harmony in the party, saying that 
he and Murphy had been against Parker 
when last they met. 

“Yes,” said Murphy, “and it was such 
men as you who nominated him. You were 
fools| enough to instruct for Hearst, and 
thereby you drove everybody to Parker.”

- OF ROOT’S REFUSAL 


Thinks Party’s Unanimous . Call 


May Yet Sway Him. 
CONFERENCE TO BE HELD 


If Root Won't Take Nemination for Gov« 
ernor, Fight for It Appears to 
be Free for All,

There will be a conference of Republicat 
leaders at the Fifth Avenue Hotel to-day, 
and Gov. Odell will make known the con- 
tents of a létter which he has received from 
Elihu Root relative to the proposed candi- 
dacy of Mr. Root for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor. Mr. Root in his com- 
munication to Chairman Odell refuses to 
give authority for the consideration ,of his 
name. The letter is regarded by the Gov- 
‘ernor as taking Mr. Root out of the race, 
s0 far as Mr. Root is able to do it by 
his own action. The Governor, however, is 
not yet convinced that there is not a pos- 
sibility that Mr. Root might be induced 
to aceept if it should prove to be.the senti- 
ment of the party that he ought to make 
the race. 

Since Goy. Odell has been the Chairman 
ef the State Committee he has been en- 
deavoring to ascertain the sentiment of the 
leaders in all sections of the State as to 
the best man whom the Republicans could 
place at the head of their ticket. Beyond 
local indorsement of favorite sons the - 
timent has all been in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Root. When he found that 
this was the trend, Gov. Odell. communi- 
cated with Mr. Root to find out whether 
Mr. Root would accept the nomination if it 
came to him, or whether he stood on his 
declaration made to Senator Platt at Chi- 
cago that he would not be a tandidate and 
did not desire that his name be considered. 

The information which Mr. Root had as 
to the desire of the Republican leaders of 
the State that he become a candidate, was 
such that he decided to take the matter 
under consideration. He did consider it for 
several days, and then he wrote to Gov. 
Odell informing him of his conclusion thet 
he would not be a candidate and did not 
wish his name to be held under advisement. 

When Gov. Odell was seen last night at 
the Republican Club, he admitted that he 
had received a letter from Mr. Root de- 
clining to be a candidate, but at the same 
time he said that he did not ‘regard the 
proposed candidacy of Mr. Root as aar ab- 
solutely closed incident. He said he did 
not believe that Mr. Root would disregard 
a united appeal of his party, if one should 
come to him. 

There was a report last evening that 
there had been a conference at Oyster Bay 
between the President, Gov. Odell, and 
National Chairman Corteiyou on the. sub- 
ject of the New York Gubernatorial nom- 
ination, Both Gov. Odell and Chairman 
Cortelyou denied that the subject had been 
brought up. In this connection there was 


talk that Charles S. Francis of Troy, on 
of the Regents of the State University. an 
ex-Minister to Greece, was likely to be the 
dark horse in the Republican Gubernatorial 
contest. Mr. Francis went with ex-Gov, 
Black to Oyster Bay yesterday to a end 
the notification ceremonies. o confirma- 
tion of the report that: Mr. Francis would 
have influential backing for the nomina- 
tion was obtainable. The best information 
to be had was that with Mr. Root out of 
the running, the contest would be a free- 
for-all, with the chances much in favor of 
enheg, Liset Gov. Higgins or ex-Lieyt. 
Gov. Woodruff. : 
George W. Aldridge and Judge William 
E. Werner of Rochester arrived in the city 
yesterday, and_are quartered at the 
publican Club. They were in conference with 
Gov. Odell last night. The object of their 
visit, it was generally supposed, had to do 
with the prospective resignation by Judge 
Parker of the ‘Chief J anton 4 of the Court 
of Appeals. Judge erner is a candidate 
for the lace, and\it is generally believed 
in Republican circles that Gov. Odell will 
appoint him to the vacancy. ke

JIPANESE EXPECT 
DECISIVE. BATTLE 


Hope Coming Big Engagement 
Will Terminate Campaign. 


ARE MOVING ON HAI-CHENG 


At the Same Time Kuroki and Nogi 
Are Endeavoring to Form a Junc- 
tion to Cut Off Kuropatkin. 


LONDON, Thursday, July 28.—Cabling 
under date of July 26, the Niu-Chwang cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail says: 

“The Japanese have not pursued the 
fleeing enemy, as they desire to co-operate 
with the First Army in a decisive battle 
between Hai-Cheng and Liao-Yang, which, 
even in the opinion of Russian officers, will 


result in a Russian defeat and will ter- 
minate the campaign,” 


‘Lhe correspondent says that the Japanese 
captured a number of guns in the battle of 


Tashi-Chao, but this statement is not con- 
firmed from any other source. 

With two Japanese armies converging on 
Hai-Cheng, it is not expected that Gen. 
Kuropatkin will long hold that position. 


TIEN-TSIN, Tuesday, July 26, (Delayed 
in transmission.)—Gen. Kuroki and Gen. 
Nogi are endeavoring to form a junction 
80 as to cut off Gen. Kuropatkin‘s army 
between Liao-Yang and Mukden. 


SING-CHIN@ (seventy miles East of 
Mukden), July 27.—Simultaneously with 
the advance from the South the Japanese 
from the North have pressed forward tow- 
ard the West, as if to strike the railroad 
south of Mukden. 

The move is not made by a heavy force, 
so far as is known, and it is considered 
scarcely possible that the Japanese would 
dare to extend such a line, leaving the 
troops on the Russian left in a position to 
flank them. 

Notwithstanding the prophecies of some 
of the Manchurian weather experts there 
is only a light rainy season this year. Rain 
is falling everywhere, however, and sev- 
eral of the rivers are overflowing. 

The question of provisioning the troops 
will soon have to be faced by the Japanese, 
a@s the movement of transport trains 
through the country is already almost im- 


possible. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 27.—A telegram 
from Gen. Kuropatkin was received to-day 
confirming the report of the occupation of 
Tashi-Chao by the Japanese July 25, and 
adding that a Japanese division had moved 
on Hai-Cheng. 

Another telegram from Gen. Kuropatkin 
filed yesterday said a Japanese division 
was then holding Tashi-Choa, with out- 
posts several miles northward of the main 
body. Gen. Stakelberg’s and Gen. Zarou- 
baieff’s corps were at Hai-Cheng, but the 
rear guard of the Russian army was half- 
way between Hai-Cheng and Tashi-Chao. 

The Japanese, it was then believed, were 
probably halting, as usual with them after 
each advance, to recuperate and entrench. 
Two Japanese divisions were nearing 
Simu-Chen, which bears the same relation 
to Hai-Cheng that Tang-Chi does to Tashi- 
Chao. These forces were also stopping and 
throwing up earthworks eight miles south- 
east of Simu-Chen, which is strongly held 
by the Russians. 

Skirmishers from either side were within 
speaking distance. 


JAPANESE LOST 800 MEN. 


Russian Losses at Tashi-Chao Unknown 
—Night Attack Was Successful. 


TOKIO, July 27.—In a daring night at- 
tack against a Russian force estimated at 
five divisions, with 100 guns, Gen. Oku 
succeeded in driving the enemy from their 
strong-line of defense south of Tashi-Chao. 

Advancing on Sunday, Gen. Oku found 
that a superior force was confronting him 
and that a heavy artillery fire from the 
enemy was checking his men, He thereupon 
decided to hold the positions he then held 
and to attempt a night surprise. This 
Was successful, the Japanese troops hus- 
tling the Russians into retreat to Tashi- 
Chao. 

The Japanese had only 800 casualties. No 
estimates of the Russian losses are given. 

The Taku-Shan army did not participate 
in this fight, it being located to the east 
of Tashi-Chao. Moving to the northwest, 
this Taku-Shan force fought and won a 
separate action on Friday, July 22, at Pan- 
Ling, losing thirty-one men. 

The commander of the Taku-Shan army 
charges that the Russians violated the 
Japanese flag, which they hoisted in an 
attempt to deceive the Japanese, after 
which they fired a volley into the Japan- 
ese ranks. The Russians left fourteen dead 
in Pan-Ling. 

The Japanese began the advance against 
the Russian positions south of Tashi-Chao 
on Saturday, July 23. On this date the van- 
fuard occupied positions in the vicinity of 
Chtui-chia-Tun, to the southeast of Tashi- 
Chao, developing the position and strength 
of the enemy. The Russian line was 
through the hills south of Tashi-Chao, ex- 
tending almost due east and west of the 
railroad. The position of the gnemy- was 
fortified. The strongest point was at 
Tai-Ping. Mountain, to the southeast of 
Tashi-Chao, and here the heaviest force 
had assembled. The Russians had two 
battalions of artillery posted near Chaten- 
ganon, due south of Tashi-Chao and ahead 
of the main line. 

The Japanese deployed to the westward 
from the vicinity of Chui-chia-Tunand, con- 
fronting the Russian line to the east of 


the railroad, began the advance at an early 
hour on Sunday mornin At 9 o’clock the 
Japanese right had reached a bluff a little 
less than two miles from Tai-Ping Moun- 
tain. In the afternoon the Russian bat- 
teries, posted in various positions on the 
heights, opened with vigor, shelling the ad- 
vancing Japanese line. 

The strength of the Russians gradually 
Geveloped during the day, and Gen. Oku 
estimated it at five divisions and 100 guns. 
The RuSsian fire prevented a general ad- 
vance and determined Gen. Oku to decide 
to await the advance of darkness to deliver 
a night assault. Two divisions of Russians 
occupied the Hai-Cheng road, and Gen. Oku 
took the precautionary measure of engag- 
The Russians 
replied with artillery ang the duel lasted 
until darkness. 

Suddenly, at 10 o}clock Sunday night, the 
entire ~— = nese right was hurled against 
the first Russian position east and west of 
Tai-Ping Mountain, and easily captured it. 
At midnight the second position was at- 
tacked, and by daylight the Japanese occu- 
pied the eminence to the east of Shan- 
chia-Tun The Russians were in retreat 
toward ashi-Chao. 

At 7 o'clock Monday morning the Japa- 
nese seized Cheny-shi-Shan without resist- 
ance and pursued the Russian force toward 
Tashi-Chao. 


GLORIOUS, SAYS ZAROUBAIEFF. 


Russians Merit Reward for Their Valor 
—Withdrew in Perfecf Order. 
ST. PETERSBURG, July 27.—Emperor 
Nicholas has peceived .the following dis- 
patch from Gen. Kuropatkin, bearing to- 
day's date: f 
“ At 11 o’clock this evening I received the 
following dispatch from Lieut. Gen. Zarov- 
baieff. (commander of the Fourth Siberian 


Army Corps,) dated at 5 o'clock on the 
morning of July 24: 

“*On July 28, after concentrating, 
Japanese took the offensive. 

“*Our troops occupied a _ position at 
Nandaline on the heights ‘south of Tsian- 
chiatcia, the right wing covering Tiantsia- 
tons, Ysunatoun, and Sansziatsia. The 
Japanese opened a cannonade against the 
three last-named points, their fire scarcely 
ceasing for fifteen hours. 

“* At about 6 o’clock an artillery attack 
was begun against the troops posted at 
Tsianchiatsia and Nandaline. The enemy’s 
fire increased at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
being concentrated on our position south of 
Tsianchiatsia. 

“*Toward Dafanshen a Japanese battery 


was observed firing on us, and from the! 


village itself. 

“* Accérding to reports received from 
our cavalry stationed south of Tsilachoun, 
opposite our position at Nandaline, nothing 
was seen of the enemy in the direction of 
Tantchu. 

“* At about 7 o’clock Japanese infantry 
was observed massing in the district of 
Mantsiatoun, Yantsuokara, and Dafanshen. 

**The fire now became centred on our 
troops occupying the heights south of 
Tsianchiatsia, At the same time two bat- 
talions of Japanese infantry attempted to 
occupy the mountain to the northwest of 
Dafanshen, but, being gtr my by our ar- 
tillery, the Japanese took flight. Our shells 
burst full in the enemy’ s ranks. 

*** At about 11 o'clock between three and 
four Japanese battalions were firing on our 
troops occupying the heights of Tsianchiat- 
sia. A battery of Russian field artillery 
and another of horse artillery then began 
to fire from Nandaline, their fire converg- 
ing upon Dafanshen. As a result the Japa- 
nese fire slackened. 


Russian Artillery Effective. 


«Immediately after 11 o’clock the troops 
posted at Tsianchiatsia were reinforced by 
a reserve battery. our fire again causing 
a considerable slackening of the enemy’s 


cannonade. 

*“* At 2 o’clock in the afternoon all of 
our artillery, beginning from the Nanda- 
iine position, changed front and opened fire 
upon Dafanshen with such marked success 
that the troops in that section of the field 
attempted to take the offensive against the 
Japanese right flank. 

“*A battalion sent in advance reported 
the presence of large reserves of the enemy 
on the line from Mentsiatoum to Fanchan- 
kou. The battalion sustained heavy cas- 
ualties and was obliged to retire. 

** At the same time the Japanese occupy- 
ing the heights of Fanchankau threw for- 
ward at least three more batteries. 

“* At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the mass- 
ing of the Ja ~~ By infantry suggested 
that they intended to force our position at 
the village of Tsianchiatsia, which was 
held by the Barnaoulsk Regiment. About 
five or six Japanese batteries were en- 
gaged at this time, and their fire increased 
toward evening. 

“*At 7:30 o’clock the Japanese fire was 
at its height, and in the last rays of the 
setting sun the enemy = deliver his at- 
tack on the Barnaoulsk Regiment. The 
latter, reinforced by three battalions under 
the command of Col. Debrotin, valiantly 
swept back the enemy, making four bayonet 
charges and capturing a number, not yet 
ascertained, of rifles, together with am- 
munition. 

“*At 9 o’clock in the evening the can- 
nonade ceased, but the rifle fire continued 
until late in the night. 

“*We retained Pt} our positions. 


Russians Outnumbered. 


“* After the fight it was ascertained that 
our eighteen battalions had been engaged 
with at least two Japanese divisions, sup- 
ported by an overwhelming number of bat- 
teries. The general extent of the position 


measured nine miles. 

“*In these circumstances I did not think 
it advisable to resume the action on the 
following day, and resolved to retreat tow- 
ard the north. The withdrawal was ef- 
fected in perfect order. 

“*QOur losses have not yet been ascer- 
tained, but, they are estimated at about 
20 officers and men killed or wounded. 
Among the wounded is Col. Auspensky, 
commanding the Tomsk Regiment 

““*T must testify to the remarkable firm- 
ness displayed hy all the troops in my com- 
mand during this difficult action, which 
lasted sixteen hours. The Siberian regi- 
ments, which met the main Japanese at- 
tack, in articular distinguished them- 
selves by their navarees endurance. Not 
en inch of ground was yielded’ despite the 
enemy’s enormous numerical superiority 
and the repeated attacks on our centre, 
where the fighting on four occasions was 
conducted at close quarters with the bayo- 
net, which the Japanese could not with- 


stand. 

“*The list uf the men meriting rewards 
for their share in this glorious fight will 
follow. In the meantime I beg to mention 
the great valor of the Tobolsk and Tomsk 
regiments, of two battalions of the Semi- 
palatinsk regiment, and in particular of 
the Barnaoulsk .. iment, which covered it- 
self with oe og e conduct of all our bat- 
teries, which remained in action for fifteen 
and a half hours under heavy fire, was be- 


yond all praise. 

I am uneble to give the exact number 
of losses sustained by the Japanese, but 
venture to say that these losses were great- 
er than ours.’ ”’ 

The reyort of Gen. Zaroubaieff furnishes 
the first detailed account received here of 
the battle of July 24 leading up to the 
evacuation of Tashi-Chao, the fruits of 
which are already apparent in the Japanese 
occupation of Niu-Chwang. 

The Japanese attack followed a junction 
of the armies of Gens. Oku and Nodzu, and 
at least two divisions, rectly superior in 
the number of guns, participated in the as- 
savlt on the Eussian position, which was 
teld by only eighteen battalions over a 
front of nine miles.

PARIS THINKS CRISIS ENDED. 


French Influence Exerted to End Brit- 
ish-Russian Difficulties.

PARIS, July 27.—Whatever may have 
been Russia’s original plan in regard to 
the seizure on the high seas of foreign 
vescels allegec to be carrying contraband 
of war, there is good reason to believe 
that it will be abandoned as soon as the 


necessary orders can be conveyed to the 
commanders of the Russian cruisers and 
that their indiscriminate interference 
with foreign merchantmen will be 
stopped. 

In diplomatic circles here the satis- 
factory issue now expected to the diffi- 
culties that have recently arisen between 
England and Russia is attributed to 
some extent to the discreet and effica- 
cious efforts of France and to the friend- 
ly appreciation of those efforts shown in 
St. Petersburg and London. 

Without exaggerating the modest part 
it is possible for a common friend to 
play in such circumstances, it has nev- 
ertheless been sufficient to justify the 
remark made to-day by a friend in the 
diplomatic service, who said it must be 
admitted that the Anglo-French entente 
had given evidence of its usefulness. 


SICKNESS AMONG RUSSIANS. 


Japanese Learn That Fever and Dysen- 
“tery Are Prevalent. 


GEN. KUROKI’S HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE FIELD, VIA FU-SAN, July 26.—Re- 
ports from the Russian lines agree that 
much fever and dysentery exist among the 
soldiers. 

It is the opinion that much of the sick- 
ness is caused from neglect of sanitary 
precautions in the Chinese towns occupied.

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+! AMERICA TO. PROTEST 


AGAINST RUSSIAN ACTS}: 


State Department Will Object to 
Seizures by Czar’s Navy. 


THE ARABIA®* AS SAMPLE CASE 


Senator Mitchell Says Her Cargo Was 
Not Contraband Nor on War Order 
Warranting Confiscation. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—The State De- 
partment has finally received a formal 
protest against the action of the Russian 


Navy in seizing American goods, and, as 
a result of its preliminary study of the law 


and precedents governing the subject, it 
is prepared to act enegetically and prompt- 
ly. 

This protest relates to the stizure of an 
American cargo on board the Hamburg- 
American steamer Arabia, bound from 
Portland, Ore., for Hongkong. 

nited States Senator J. H. Mitchell of 
Oregon, telegraphed the State Department 
a statement of the conditions under which 
the Arabia carried this cargo. Mr. Mitchell 
stated that he represented the Portland 
Milling Company, which had shipped on 
the Arabia for Hongkong 99,000 sacks of 
flour, worth about $100,000. He declared 
that this flour was part of the normal 
trade of the company, an@ was not a war 
order. Mr. Mitchell requested the State De- 
partment to take the necessary steps to 
secure indemnity and satisfaction for the 
owners of the flour, and also to protect 
legitimate neutral trade from such serious 
interference as the attacks by the Viadivo- 
stok squadron. 

Maxwell Evarts and D. A, Chambers, two 
attorneys, came to the State Department 
to-day in connection with the same seizure. 
They were referred to the solicitor of the 
department, who also has before him the 
protests of the Portland Milling Company. 

The department officials positively de- 
cline to say what course they intend, to 
pursue, save for a declaration that there 
will be no inconsiderate action, that the 
whole subject of interference with Amer- 
ican trade by belligerents in the presént 
war will be considered, and that each pro- 
test that may be forwarded will be part of 
a uniform and consistent policy to be fol- 
lowed by the department. So far it has 
little information as to the corcumstances 
connected with the seizure of the Arabia 
and her cargo. As the vessel was under a 
German flag it is presumed that Berlin 
will receive the first reports of an official 
character. None of the attorneys actually 
knew from any of their own principals 
that the ship had been seized, and the basis 
for that belief rests so far upon newspaper 
publications, 

The case of the Knight Commander, a 
neutrai ship, laden with neutral goods, and 
sunk by the Vladivostok Squadron, which 
is regarded as a particularly strong one 
against the Russian Government, has not 
yet been made the subject of a formal pro- 
test, although discussed between officials 
and attorneys, and that case, therefore, will 
not accompany the Arabia case if the latter 
is to be presented at once to the attention 
of the Russian Government. Undoubtedly, 
however, the dictum_of Hall, an English 
authority, which unqgualifiedly bars the 
sinking of a neutral ship, will be adopted 
here as it is in England as the only sound 
principie to follow in the Knight Com- 
mander case. 


RUSSIA FREES STEAMERS. 


The Malacca Released at Algiers and 
Two Other Ships at Suez. 


ALGIERS, July 27.—The Peninsular and 
Oriental Company’s steamer Malacca, which 
was seized in the Red Sea July 16 by the 
Russian Volunteer Fleet steamer Peters- 
burg, arrived here to-day with a prize crew 
on board. 

After a protracted conference on board 
the Malacca between the British and Rus- 
sian Consuls and Capt. Schwartz, com- 
manding the prize crew, it was announced 
that the Russian flag would be hauled down 
this evening. At sunset the flag was hauled 
down. The British flag will be re-hoisted 
on the@vessel to-morrow morning. 

The landing of the prize crew and the in- 
terviews between the Russian and British 
Consuls were conducted with the utmost 
cordiality. 

The orders to surrender the Malacca were 
evidently a complete surprise for Capt. 
Schwartz, who immediately after his ar- 
rival notified the French naval authorities 
that he required 600 tons of coal and a 
good supply of water and provisions to 
take him to Libau on the Baltic. It was 
not until an hour later that the Russian 
Consul, M. Towaizevsky, boarded the Ma- 
lacca and informed Capt. Schwartz of the 
settlement of the difficulties regarding the 
Malacca since the vessel sailed from Port 
Said. 

It transpires that during the Malacca’s 
voyage in the Mediterranean to this port 
two British warships escorted her for a 
short time and then disappeared. 


SUEZ, July 27.—The Peninsular and 
Oriental Corhpany’s steamer Formosa, 
which was captured in the Red Sea by the 
Volunteer Fleet steamer Smolensk, and 


which arrived heré yesterday morning fly- 
ing the Russian naval flag, and with a 


prize crew on board, has been released, 
and has continued her voyage eastward. 

The Hamburg-American Line steamer 
Holsatia, which arrived here this morning, 
also having on board a prize crew, has like- 
wise been released. 

In accordahce with instructions fromm Ber- 
lin, all.German steamers bound East are 
provided by the Russian Consul here with a 
free pass for the Red Sea, in case they 
should meet Russian war vessels. 


PERIM, Red Sea, July 27.—Two Russian 
vessels, supposed to be the Volunteer Fleet 
steamers Petersburg and Smolensk, passed 
here this morning bound for Jibuti, French 
Somaliland. They showed no colors. 

The British steamer City of Agra, (last 
reported at Liverpool for Kurrachee,) 
passed here to-day and signaled that she 
had been delayed by a Russian warship 
in the Red Sea. 


THE GAELIC WARNED IN TIME. 


Occidental and Oriental Liner Told to 
Wait Orders at Midway.

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DAMAGE. TO SHIPPING TRADE. 


It Is Felt That Nobody Is Safe—Great 
Harm Done by the Allanton Case.

LONDON, -Jiily 27.—The London 
Times’s insurarice correspondent says: 

“Ten guineas per cent. was paid to- 
day by American reinsurers of the 
steamer Shawmut. The rates would prob- 
ably be higher but for the conviction 
that Japanese cruisers are on the way to 
intercept the Vladivostok raiders. 

“ Business in war risks, principally re- 
insurances at substantial rates, continues 
active, and the present uncertain outlook 
is most damaging for ordinary shipping 
enterprise. 

“The Allanton’s confiscation has done 
immense harm, more than even the Ma- 


lacca and Knight Commander incidents. 
Where shipowners or merchants have the 
active support of the Government they 
have some confidence, in spite of much 
grumbling at alleged diplomatic delays, 
that their interests will be protected, but 
if confiscations of innocent steamers and 
cargoes are, to go on nobody is safe. 

“It is strongly felt that the Govern- 
ment should take up all well-founded 
grievances as strongly as it did the Ma- 
lacca capture. 

“The Spanish steamer Jupiter, with 
Welsh coal for Japan, left Hongkong 
about July 16, and much anxiety is felt 
in regard to her. She is insured against 
war risks at a value of £80,000. 

“Six German steamers have been 
chartered to take £300,000 worth of war 
material from Hamburg to Constantino- 
ple. The natural inference is drawn that 
this material is intended for the equip- 
ment of Russian volunteer steamers or 
warships in the Black Sea,” 


So far as is known the British Foreign 
Office has made no representations to Rus- 
sia in regard to the case of the Allanton, a 
British steamship which was captured by 
the Viadivagstok Squadrcn in the middle 
of June, and which was taken to a prize 
court at Vladivostok, which confiscated,the 
vessel and cargo. An appeal was allowed 
and is still ae Jt will probably be 
months before it is heard in St. Petersburg. 

It appears that the vessel was not carry- 
ing contraband. She was sent from Cardiff 
to Japan with a contraband cargo, i. e.,

A She there loaded Japanese com- 
mercial coal (which is hot contraband) for 
a firm in Singapore, and passed through 
Tsugaru Strait in order to take the shorter 
west coast route.

It is stated that if the Captain of the 
Allanton had feared cepture he would cer- 
tainly have taken the safer but longer east 
coast route, 

The facts have been represented to the 
British Foreign Office, but Lord Lands- 
downe’s view is that, as an appeal to the 
Russian Admiralty Court has been allowed, 
the case is still sub judice, and no ~~ can 
be taken by the British Government. In the 
meantime the owner is deprived of the use 
of his vessel, a very valuable one. 

It is alleged that Russia is trying to prove 
that a vessel which’ has once carried con- 
traband can te punished for her past of- 
fenses if she is subsequently captured. 


RUSSIANS STILL NEAR TOKIO. 


Vladivostok Cruisers’ Raid Practically 
Stops All Shipping. ~~ 


TOKIO, July 27.—The Russian Viadivo- 
stok squadron was seen sixty miles off 
Tokio Bay at dawn this morning. It then 
moved to the south. 

Foreign and domestic shipping is to-day 
practically at a standstill, and it is possible 
that on account of future uncertainty it will 
be only partially resumed when the present 
raid of the Russian Viadivostok squadron 
comes to an end. 

The sweeping list of articles declared by 
Russia to be contraband of war renders al- 
most every vessel approaching Japan lla- 
ble to seizure. American and British ship- 
ping and commercial interests generally are 
deeply concerned at the losses already sus- 
tained, and the probable future impairment 
of trade; they are anxious also that their 
respective Governments reach an under- 


standing with Russia concerning contra- 
band of war without loss of time.

PEKING, July 27.—For the first time 
since she was responsible for the Gov- 
ernment of China the Dowager Empress 
has publicly recognized the medical work 
of Protestant missions. 

Recently the London Mission, the 
American Board of Foreign Missions, and 
the American. Presbyterian Mission 
agreed to found jointly a college where 
modern medicine and surgery could be 
taught to medical missionaries of these 
three bodies. In accordance with the 
scheme a medical college is now under 
construction. The entire cost of building 
and equipment is being undertaken by 
the London Mission alone. 

.The students will undergo five years’ 
training, and at the end of the course a 
diploma will be granted. The training 
will be. regardless of creed, but the bulk 
of.the students at first will naturally be 
Christians. 

The cost is estimated at £10,000. To- 
ward this the Dowager Empress has con- 
tributed 10,000 yen, (about $6,000.) Sub- 
scriptions are now being sought from 
high Chinese officials, who are expected 
te follow the example of the Empress. 


REVOLT IN CHINA SPREADS. 


Foreign-Trained Imperial General Joins 
Rebels in Kwang-Si.

PEKING, July 27.—The Chinese are 
once more alarmed at the extension of 
the rebellion in Kwang-Si Province, 
which for years has been the scene of 
famine and disaffection. 

Orders were recently issued for the ar- 
rest of one of the imperial commanders, 
Brigadier Tsu-Shen-Wu. He promptly 
joined the rebels, and as he is a gradu- 
ate of the Tien-Tsin Military College and 
was trained by foreign instructors his 
defection adds to the anxiety. 

The Chinese Government declares that 


it is competent to check the rebellion. 
The reports that France threatened 
armed intervention unless the rebellion 
was quickly suppressed were baseless. 
The attitude of the French Government 
toward China in her recent difficulties in 
the provinces bordering on French Indo- 
China has been both sympathetic and 
friendly.

CONFIDENCE AT PORT ARTHUR. 


Belief That the Stronghold Cannot Be 
Taken—Japanese Beaten Back. 


LIAO-YANG, July 27.—A Russian corre- 
spondent of The Associated Press who has 


at Port Arthur gives an interesting narra- 
tive of the situation in the beleaguered 
fortress when he left there, July 14, which 


shows that the Japanese operations till then 
had not advanced so far as has been sup- 
posed. Several Russian successes are chron- 
icled, but the report of a Japanese reverse 
with the loss of 30,000 men is definitely dis- 
posed of, not being even mentioned by. the 
correspondent, who says: 

“When I put to sea in a junk the land 

position on the Russian right flank, sur- 
rounding Green and Semaphore Hills, which 
the Russians had lost, had been recaptured 
by assault. The heights of Huinsin, which 
the Japanese defended desperately, alone 
remained in their hands, but I am con- 
vinced that this position also has since been 
retaken. The very morning of my depart- 
ure, July 14, the position was being bom- 
barded by six-inch howitzers and shells 
were falling repeatedly into the Japanese 
works, causing great disorder. 

“The Japanese are discouraged by their 
failure to close the entrance of Port Arthur 
with fireships, and have stopped sending 
them in. They have also grown tired of 
bombarding the fortress and shore bat- 


“The Russian squadron is intact and the 
health of the garrison is splendid, but the 
sameness of food is trying. There is no 
epidemic or infectious disease at Port Ar- 
thur, with the exception of a few cases of 
intestinal disorders, which, however, are 
‘entirely confined to fhe men on outpost 
service, who are subjected to great priva- 
tions compared with the remainder of the 
Garrison. 

“‘The spirits of the troops are excellent, 
although, of course, they all would like to 
have the siege raised and be freed from the 
oppressive monotony and the absence of all 
communication with the outside world.

PACKERS REFUSE 10 
MEET STRIKERS AGAIN 


Insist at Conference Agreement 
-Was Violated—Call Talk Futile. 


FREIGHT HANDLERS TURN OUT 


Riot, Fire, and Storm Make Day Excit- 
ing in Chicago—Strikers’ Families 
Face Real Hunger. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—After a conference 


between the strikers and packers to-night, 
at which all hope of further arbitration 
Was abandoned, the freight handlers em- 
ployed at the stock yards station of the 
Chicago Junction Railroad went on strike. 
The men. gave as their reason for quitting 
work their unwillingness to handle meat 
turned out by non-union workmen in the 


packing plants. 

While the of freight 
employed at this station is only forty men, 
still their decision to join the sympathetic 
strike is a severe blow to the packers, as 
the greater portion of the dressed meats 
shipped from the yards to the local trade 
passes through the hands of these men. 

Should non-union men be engaged to take 
the places of the strikers a strike of the 
union. switchmen may follow. With the 
sv'itchmen out it would only be.a matter of 
e short time until the strike would spread 
to the other «employes of the railroads. 

Whiten the union teamsters went on strike 
the Chicago Junction Railroad was depend- 
ed on by the packers as a means of sup- 
plying their down-town customers. The 
strike to-night, however, leaves the pack- 
ers without an outlet for supplying the city 
trage, unless non-union men can be ob- 
tained to take the rlaces of the strikers or 
non-union teamsters be employed to make 
city deliveries. 

An attempt to deliver meat with non- 
wnion teamsters would without doubt pre- 
cipitate rioting, as the new men would be 
harassed by strike sympathizers from the 
time they left the yards until they reached 
their destination. 

Two years ago, during the union team- 
sters’ strike at the stock yards, non-union 
men were employed to make deliveries un- 
der police protection, and some of the worst 
riots in the history of Chicago took place. 


PACKERS REJECT FUTURE ADVANCES 


“We had an engagement with Mr. Don- 
nelly’s organization and the Allied Trades 
which they have failed to live up to, and 
under the circumstances we do not care to 
make any further agreements with them.” 

This is the statement which was signed 
by the representatives of the packers and 
handed to the members of the State Board 
of Arbitration to-night at the end of a 
conference between the two bodies, held at 
the request of the State Board in an en- 
deavor to bring about another meeting be- 
tween the packers and the strikers. 

After to-night’s conference with the State 
Board of Arbitration, Arthur Meeker, man- 
ager for Armour & Co., said that the pack- 
ers were still willing to live up to the 
terms of the original agreement, but that 
the strikers would have to take the initia- 
tive.

It 
required nearly three hours to bring order 
put of the chaos. 

During the excitement several persons

little fresh meat. 

At least 1,000 new employes were taken 
into the yards to-day and put to work. 
A conservative estimate of the number of

RIOTERS’ VICTIM IS DEAD. 


Iceman, Shot Tuesday, Succumbs—Fur- 
ther Violence of the Mob. 
CHICAGO, July 27.—During the day, for 


the first time, wholesale picketing was in- 
augurated. Hundreds of men were scat- 


‘tered to various corners of roadways as 


pickets. Promptly, as a result, a clash 
occurred at the Root Street entrance of the 
yards. 

Francis T. O’Brien, Secretary of the Acme 
Manufacturing Company, approached the 
entrance on a wagon. He was delivering 
a load of sleeping equipment for non-union 
men, a large number of whom are being 
housed from night to night within the 
boundaries of the yards. <A group of 
pickets accosted him and told him that if 
he desired io avoid unpleasantness he had 
better turn around and go back to his 
factory. 

Mr. O'Brien hurried. over to the so-called 
““Watita Stockade,’’ the strikers’ head- 
quarters, and insisted on prompt inter- 
view with President Donnelly. 

“*I don't see how we can help you,” Mr. 
Donnelly is reported as having said. ‘“‘ The 
teamsters’ strike is on, and none but union 
drivers are supposed to be about the 
yards.” 

“If you _stop us from delivering furni- 
ture,” Mr. O’Brien replied, ‘‘ we will shut 
down our plant and throw hundreds of 
union woodworkers out of employment. 
Think it over,’’ and he stalked out of head- 
quarters. 

Kitty English, a-forewoman in the sew- 
ing department of Swift & Co.’s plant, was 
mobbed and badly hurt by a crowd of girl 


strike sympathizers at Halsted and Root 
Streets. Fully a dozen giris took part in 
the attack. They beat the forewoman with 
their fists, tore her clothing, and finally

' stabbed her in the face with a hatpin. 


After a desperate struggle Miss English 
escaped. No arrests were made. 

Repulsed in an attempt to remove a 
hanging effigy, policemen were compelled 


to draw their revolvers at he Phy and ; 


Loomis Streets before they could disperse 
a mob of strike sympathizers armed with 
clubs and baseball bats. 

Tke trouble arose from the refusal of 
John Witrie, formerly a member of the 
Firemen's Union, to go on strike.To show 
their contempt for his action the strike 
sympathizers hanged him in effigy near his 
home. 

On the lay figure was pinned a placard 
bearing his name and an opprobrious epi- 
thet. The mob were throwing stones at the 
dummy when interrupted by the police. 

Clarence Hall is the first victim claimed 
-by death as a result of the strike. Hall is 
dead at the Continental Hospital. 

Last Tuesda? he, with R. F. Keating, his 
employer, an ice dealer, was driving past a 
crowd of rioters. Two shots were fired, 
one of which ‘struck Keating, assing 
through his leg, and struck Hall. he 
lHce never ascertained who fired the shots. 
Joseph Vharam was found unconscious in 
front of his home near the stockyards suf- 
fering from several knife wounds. The

he regovered consciousness he said » had 
veen attacked by strikers.

Eight colored strike breakers, on_ their 
way to work in the different plants in the 
stockyards, were arrested. Alighti from 
a car, the non-union men were surrdunded 
by a crowd of strike sympathizers. Police- 
men who were on ard saw the negroes 
reach toward their hip pockets. 

As the negroes reached the entrance to 
the yards the police stopped and searched 
them. They found a revolver on each one. 
Arrests followed, the charge being carrying 
concealed weapons. 

The storm this afternoon sayed the life of 
J. B. Joyce, a negro strike breaker. A 
mob which had attacked the man was dis- 
persed by the sudden bursting of the storm, 
nis assailants fleeing to places of shelter. 

There appeared to be no chance for the 
negro to escape alive until suddenly the 
storm broke just as the police were club- 
bing their way toward the centre of the 
mob. The police rushed with the injured 
negro aboard a street car. 


FIRE IN THE STOCKYARDS. 


Swift’s Lard Refinery Burns—Incen- 
diary Talk Refuted by Packer. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—Fire was discovered 
among the packing houses in the stockyards 
to-day in the lard refinery of Swift & Co., 
and socn gained such headway that every 
available fire engine in the stockyards dis- 
trict was called out. 

The building, 150 by 250 feet and three 
stories high, was :illed with tierces of lard, 
many of which exploded, spreading the 
burning grease in every direction. Louis 
F. Swift was on the ground and directed 
the firemen in their attempts to reach the 
blaze. 

Thousands of strikers attempted to get 
near the burning building, but as soon as 
the police arrived ropes were spread, block- 
ing the streets for three squares away. The 
top story of che building was wood and 
burned like tinder. The contents of the 
building were said to be valued at $400,000. 

“The fire was caused,” Mr. Swift said, 
“by the burning out of a motor. The 
grease-coated wallsand ceilings of the rooms 
caused a rapid spreading of the fire. There 
is absolutely no reason to think that the 
blaze was of incendiary origin.” 

When the fire was discovered scores of 
non-unionists were working in the build- 


ing. Most of them were on the first floor. 

A feature of the blaze was the temporary 
imprisonment of nine young women ste- 
nographers in an elevator in Swift's office 
building. The cage was caught between 
two floors, and the young women were in a 
panic, fearing the fire would spread from 
the burning refinery building before they 
could be rescued. 

Members of the office force put up lad- 
ders and, cutting the wire work of the ele- 
vator cage, took the young women out and 
carried them to safety.! 


STRIKERS’ WIVES. ARE HUNGRY. 


In Grim Silence Union Families Shun 
Aid to Mislead Employers. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—Despite the fact that 
a relief fund of $60,000 was voted last night 
to alleviate the distress of strikers and 
their families who are in want, there was 
little change to-day in the condition of the 
thousands of poverty-stricken strike suffer- 
ers huddled in the squalid district gener- 
ally referred to as “‘ Back on the Yards.” 

Instead of complaining, there is a dispo- 
sition to conceal destitution, lest the fact 
of the impoverishment of the strikers be- 
coming known might operate against the 
success of the unions’ struggles. 

Like the Spartan mothers of old, hungry 
wives and mothers of strikers sit in silence 
in their spare homes, purposely avoiding 
those who might seek them out with char- 
itable motives. Two elements enter into 


the silent, grim fortitude of these women— 
loyalty to the unions and pride. 

Applications for relief are rare, indeed, 
although it is said that want confronts 
hundreds, and scores are actually hungry 
now. 


SAY POLICE AID STRIKERS. 


South St. Joseph Employers Charge 
Inadequate Protection. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 27.—Numerous 
assaults on non-union men in the vicinity 
of the packing houses continued to-day. 
More special policemen were added to the 
force, but the managers of the packing 
plants complain that they cannot secure 
adequate protection for their employes from 
the force of officers already on duty in 
South St. Joseph. 

They charge the police with being 
sympathy with the strikers. 

While the union men affected by the 
latest strike order have been walking out 
ever since the announcement of its receipt, 
not all of them have gone out. 

The managers of the packing plants say 
they do not believe all the union men will 
walk out. They reiterate that the plants 
will be kept in operation. 


APPEAL TO SHERIFF IN VAIN. 


Omaha Police, “Wnable to Cope with 
Strikers, Ask to Withdraw. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 27.—The Board of 
Fire and Police Commissioners of South 
Omaha, deciaring their inability to police 
the strike district, to-day requested Sheriff 
Power to take charge of the strike. 

The Sheriff investigated and reported that 


there was no apparent necessity for extra 
olice, as there was no lawiessness of any 
ind in South Omaha. 


ATTACK NEGRO NON-UNIONISTS. 


Kansas City Strikers Make Assault on 
Packers’ Box Car. 


KANSAS CITY, July 27.—Armour & Co. 
tried to-day to take thirt# negroes in a 
box car into their plant, but a mob of strik- 
ers and strike sympathizers forced the crew 
to stop the train. Some of the negroes 
were pulled off and roughly handled, but 
others jumped from the car and escaped. 
When the police arrived the crowd had dis- 
persed. At several other points strike 


breakers were attacked by strikers, but no 
ene was seriously hurt. 

Following these disturbances an extra 
force of police was sent to the district. 

At a special meeting to-night the allied 
trades will vote on the matter of a sympa- 
thetic strike.

10 CONTROL CONGRESS 


Gompers Frames Questions for 
Candidates to Answer. 


PENALTY IN CASE OF REFUSAL 


Government by Injunction, Eight-Hour 
Bill, and People’s Sovereignty Is- 
sues the Union Will Raise. 


Special to Tie New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—The Federation 
of Labor has formed a plan for making 
sure of the attitude of candidates for Con- 
gress on all labor questions. 

President Gompers has framed a set of 
questions that will be put to candidates, 
and will solicit their views in a public and 
unequivocal manner. Committees from the 
labor organizations in each Congressional 
district will act in harmony to arrange an 
interview with candidates in which the la- 
boring men will present their quéstions and 
ask a definite and clear answer. 

The general officers of the federation are 
going to urge on all the local bodies 
throughout the country co-operation in this 
one line of action, with a view to gaining 
strength in Congress and greater promise 
of success in the mattéF of labor legislation. 

The questions that are to be propounded 
are the following: 

“Will you vote against government. by 
injunction by voting for our bill on that 
Subject?”’ 

“Will you vote for our Eight-Hour bill?” 

“Will you vote for the people’s sover- 
eignty by voting to establish in the people 
a right to a direct vote on public ques- 
tions?”’ 

President Gompers says that these ques- 
tions are susceptible of a yes or no answer, 
The name of the candidate who is not will- 
ing to make an ansger to them will be 
given the widest publicity the Federation 
can secure in that candidate's district. He 
Says that a refusal to reply in ten days 
would be construed as a plain negative and 
treated accordingly. 


NAVY YARD MEN MAKE DEMANDS 


Insist That They Enjoy Half Holiday as 
Well as Washington Employes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—The employes 
in the various navy yards of the country 
are raising a question that may rise to the 
importance of a political issue. The em- 
ployes of the Washington yard enjoy, as 
do “all the Government employes in the 
departments in Washington, a half holiday 
on Saturday throughout the hot weather. 
There is no deduction from pay for the 
time thus taken from the public service, 
and the half day is a holiday pure and 


The same privilege is not in force at 
other yards, and the Secretary of the Navy 
of late has been receiving three or four 
petitions daily from navy yards in all parts 
of the country asking that the half holi- 
day be made general. There has also been 
a. demand for an increase of wages, and 
the petitions in this line have begun to 
pile up formidably. 

There is an ominous undertone in the 
statements from the workmen, who evi- 
dently regard a Presidential year as one of 
especial opportunity for demands from la- 
boring men. Through official channels the 
Secretary of the Navy has told the men ; 
that no increase of pay could be expected 
at this time in view of the present condition 
of the labor market and the limitations im- 
posed by Congress on appropriations.

Fall River Treasurer Says Strike May 
Go On Indefinitely. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., July 27.—‘‘ Uniess 
the operatives agree to come into the mills 
and work under the proposed 12% per cent. 
reduction, it is doubtful if any attempt will 
be made by the manufacturers to run the 
mills before October.” 

This is the statement made to-night by a 
prominent mill Treasurer. In explaining 
his attitude he said that the whole matter 
was a.question of finance.

ACCIDENT IN CYCLE RACES. 


Attendant of Nat Butler Struck by Mo- 
tor-Pacing Machine and Badly Hurt. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 27.—A serious 
accidént marred the bicycle races to-night 
at the Charles River Park. At the con- 
clusion of the twenty-mile motor paced 
race Andrew Olsen, an attendant of Nat 
Butler, who had just won the race, while 
crossing the track, was struck by the 
motor cycle used in pacing Stinson and 
ridden by Hunter. Stinson was still riding, 
and the collision threw both of the men to 
the track, besides knocking down Olsen and 
severely injuring him. 

The riders were uninjured, but Olsen was 


unconscious and an ambulance was at once 
summoned. It was discovered that his right 
wrist was broken, a finger severed from 
his left hand, while there was a deep cut 
over his left eye and he was also suffer- 
ing from internal injuries. At the hospital 
it was said that Olsen’s condition was very 
critical.

Insurance Man in Bath with Acid Bottle

scious in the bathtub at his home last even- 
ing by his wife. A bottle which had con- 
tained carbolic acid lay on the floor, and he

Henry Hess, the son-in-law of the dead 
man, said that it had been Mr. Cohen’s 


custom to come home at 5 o'clock, take a 
bath, take his medicine, and go to a restau- 
rant at Eljghty-fifth Street and Columbus 
Avenue to meet bis wife for dinner. 
Yesterday Mrs. Cohen waited for him for 
come time, and as he did not put in an ap- 
earance she went to the restaurant and 
ad her dinner, and returned to the apart- 
ment about 7:40 o'clock. A short time later 
she wént into the pathroom and found her 


husband. _ 

The police of the West One Hundredth 
Street Station were informed that Mr. 
Cohen had committed suicide, but upon 
more examination the report was changed 
to ‘“‘probably accidental death.” Coroner 
Jackson -made an investigation, and said 
that he thought Mr. Cohen had taken the 
carbolic acid by mistake. 

The Coroner learned that Mr. Cohen’s 
brother, Samuel, seventy-two years old, 
died a week ago, and that Mr. Cohen’s 
grief had made him ill. The doctor told 
him that his heart was weak, and pre- 
scribed some medicine. It was this medi- 
cine which he kept in the bathroom, and 
=o he probably intended to take last 
night. 

Mr. Cohen was formerly in the wooler 
business, but for ten years has been con- 
nected with the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company and the Fidelity and Casualty 
Company, with an office at 56 Liberty 
Street. He was seventy years eld, and is 
survived by_his wife and an only daughter, 
Mrs. Rosa Hess. 


INSURANCE FRAUD CHARGED. 


Alleged False Proof of Loss—Three Men

Alexander Spear, head of the furniture 
house cf Spear & Co. of 353 Sixth Avenue;

BISHOP OF DIJON GIVES WAY. 


Finally Decides to Obey the Pope’s Or- 
der and Goes to Rome. 


PARIS, July 27.—Bishop Nordez of Dijon, 
who was summoned to Rome under pain of 
the loss of his episcopal powers, started for 
Rome during the night. 


The foregoing indicates that one of the 
prelates who have been hesitating between 
orders from Paris and Rome, and around 
whom the present bitter dispute between 
France and the Vatican wages, has finally 
decided that it is better to quarrel with his 
lay than with his religious superiors. 

The Bishops of Dijon and Laval were 
formally ordered by Cardinal Merry del 


Val, the Papal Secretary of State, to pre- | 


sent themselves in Rome befcre July 20. 
The French Department of Public Worship 
ordered them to stay at their posts and to 
Gisregard the orders from the Holy See. 
At first they decided to obey Paris and not 
Rome, but now, it seems, the Bishop of 
Dijon has weakened. 

It was probably a letter he received from 
the Papal Secretary of State which decided 
the Bishop to obey. In that letter Cardinal] 
Merry del Val said: 

“Unless you present yourself before the 
Sacred Congregation in Rome prior to July 
20 you are thereby, thrcugh the sole fact of 
your abstention, deprived of all episcopal 
powers.” 

The Cardinal furthermore hinted that the 
Bishop would be excommunicated. 

The French Government contests the 
Pope’s right to dismiss French Bishops 
without the Government's consent as being 
a violation of the Concordat, which the 
French Governmert, as a result of the con- 
troversy, is expected to terminate, having 
already demandgd@ the complete witdrawal 
of the letters which the Vatican addressed 
to the two Bishonvs mentioned. The failure

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

President Rooseve.t accepts without 
Protest, qualification, or amendment the 
extreme doctrines of the most fanatical 
protectionists in this land and puts them 
before the people as his own. In his 
apeech to the committee which waited 
upon him .at Sagamore Hill yesterday to 
notify him of his nomination for the 
Presidency there “was not one word or 
line that would provoke a murmur of 
dissent from the most selfish beneficiary 
of the Dingley tariff; there was not a 
grain of comfort for any one who ap~ 
pliuded the sentiments of McKINLEY’s 
last speech at Buffalo. The protective 
tariff as the Republican Party has made 
ft-and-as_Mr. Rooseve tT declares it must 
‘be ‘maintained, without change, without 
revision, without any abatement of its 
evils and abuses, is treated by him as a 
thing in.its essence. just, sacred, and per~ 
manent. We-have said that he commits 
himself to protection with a fanatical 
zeal. How otherwise than:as.an evidence 
of fanaticism are we to construe his 
declaration that protection is “vital” to 
the farmer and to the merchant? In 
what other sense can we read his repeti- 
tion of the timre-worn phrases about the 
impossibility of maintaining the Ameri- 
can wageworkers’ standard of living if 
we do not have “‘a protective tariff 
which shall always keep as a minimum a 
rate of duty sufficient to cover the dif- 
ference between the labor cost here and 
abroad ’’.? He declares that we must “ al- 
Ways” maintain this rate of duty as a 
minimum. Is it not fanaticism to insist 
on that principle when already our facto- 
ties are able to turn out many commod- 
ities at a price with which the foreign 
‘manufacturer, with all the advantage of 
pauper labor, is wholly unable to com- 
pete, while ofher commodities we are 
able to sell abroad in competition with 
the foreign manufacturer in his own 
market? It ought to be an elementary 
truth of tariff discussion that, in the case 
of commodities in the cost of which la- 
bor is not the dominant factor, an import 
Guty based on difference of labor cost not 
only need not “ always” be maintained, 
but is and must be superfluous and im- 
pertinent. 

The “ vital” necessity of a high tariff 
to’the farmer is, of course, demonstrated 
by Republican enthusiasts by the exhi- 
bition of the ancient argument that pro- 
tection, by building up thriving manu- 
facturing towns and villages, makes a 
market for the products of his farm. 
There is a light breaking over the minds 
of this Nation, and particularly over the 
minds of its manufacturers, which de- 
prives that argument of all cogency—it 
is the light of the great truth that the 
blind, bigoted, greedy, and selfish Repub- 
lican policy of protection for private in- 
terests, whatever it may have done in 
the past, now stands in the way of our 
industrial development, hampers our 
commercial expansion, and is a check 
upon the growth of our National wealth. 
Speaker CANNON, in notifying Mr. Roosr- 
VELT of his nomination, alluded with joy 
and pride to our manufactured exports 
amounting to $450,000,000. Those are 
figures of humiliation, not of boasting. 
With our resources, with our industrial 
genius and our higkly productive labor, 
‘Wwe ought to export thrice, certainly not 
less than twice, that annual value of 
manufactured goods. The present capac- 
ity of our manufacturing plants exceeds 
the home consumptive demand by proba- 
bly 100 per cent.; that is, we consume 
but half our possible manufactured prod- 
uct. But the outflow across the seas is 
a mere dribble, a bargain-day surplus, 
and sold at bargain-counter prices, in a 
multitude of cases much below the price 
exacted of the domestic consumer. In 
this direction lies the vital interest of the 
farmer and the merchant; it is in thé 
material lowering of the tariff hin- 
drances to a larger export trade that we 
gee Open to us the short way of building 
up great manufacturing communities 
throughout the country, in which the 
farmer can find a profitable market for 
his crops. and produce. It is to a freer 
trade with foreign countries that we 
must Jook as a source of National wealth, 
by which we have hitherto refused to 
benefit. 

The light of this new gospel has not 
penetrated to Sagamore Hill. There the 
old old, hard Bourbon faith is preached, 
there the perpetuation of Dingleyism is 
assured by the reiteration of the famil- 
jar Republican doctrine that changes in 


_ the tariff “can with safety be made only 


. by those whose devotion to the principle 
of a protective tariff is beyond question.” 
We are entirely confident that if this 
Most important issue of the campaign, 
about which President RoosEVELT thinks 

 4t worth while to say nothing new, can 
be brought to the comprehension of the 


American people, if not merely American 
- eensumers but American producers and

manufacturers can be persuatied to 
study and understand the bearing of an 
extortionate and job-ridden protective 
tariff upon their interests and upon the 
Nation's interests, as many of them do 
already understand it, their Votes will 
sweep from power the party which in- 
sists that a customs tax averaging 50 per 
cent. upon dutiable imports is demanded 
and must always be demanded for the 
fostering of our industries. 

Hf President Roosrve.T is disappoint- 
ing in respect to the subject of the tariff, 
he is in no less degree unsatisfactory 
when he touches upon organized labor. 
With strikes raging from one end of the 
land to the other, with some branches of 
trade demoralized through the arrogance 
and recklessness of the unions, with the 
memory of enormous losses rankling in 
the minds of thousands of employers, at 
a time when stark unreason seems to 
rule the councils of labor, and wher no 
contract or commitment can be made in 
any way depending for its fulfillment 
upon the disposition of organized labor, 
Mr. RoosEvELT dismisses the relations of 
workingmen and their employers with a 
few bland and perfectly balanced phrases 
without meaning, without Mmdication of 
any fixed belief, and conveying only the 
impression that in the strife now waging 
to prevent the oppression of all Indus- 
trial fréedom a Republican candidate for 
the Presidency thinks it prudent not to 
commit himself. “Wages are higher 
than ever before,” he says, in discussing 
the tariff, and he talks of American la~ 
bor’s standard of comfort. Yet that part 
of American labor which is organized, 
said to be about 15 per cent., is by its 
incessant strikes and its turbulence and 
lawlessness doing its utmost to nullify 
the benefits of high wages by keeping 
Wage earners idle through long weeks 
and months, and, by denying the right of 
unorganized labor to work at all, is open~ 
ly endeavoring to make its standard of 
comfort that which prevails in American 
almshouses. And multitudes of emplay- 
ers hold Mr, RoosE¥ELT himself, through 
his personal interference in the anthra- 
cite strike, in some measure responsible 
for these evil conditions. It is only nec- 
essary, he says, to approach the solution 
of the labor question in “the spirit of 
honesty, of courage, and of common 
sense.” We think the country would 
have been better pleased had he ap- 
proached this question, not with the 
timidity of a candidate, but with the 
courage of a statesman and a patriot. 

What Mr. RoosEvVELT has to say abont 
our policy in the Philippines is eminently 
candid and true, It would be folly for 
us at the present moment to give polit- 
ical independence to these islands, with 
the resulting and immediate loss of their 
civil rights and personal liberty. It would 
be sinful to withdraw our government 
and protection. We are doing in wisdom 
and honor the best we can do for the 
Filfpinos. We join also in Mr RoospP- 
VELT’s congratulations to tke country 
upon our foreign relations, We congratu- 
late nim upon having a statesman of 
such conspicuous ability and soundness 
of head and heart in charge of that de- 
partment of the Government. We wish 
we could with equal heartiness assent to 
Mr, ROOSEVELT’S observations concern= 
ing the National currency and the serv- 
ice of the Republican Party in contrib- 
uting to its soundness. Our currency 
system is not at this moment as sound 
and safe as it would be if the Republican 
leaders had not felt that the currency 
issue was in the partisan sense too serv- 
iceable a one to be thrown away by the 
enactment of completely remedial laws. 
The greenbacks and the silver dollar 
stand as proofs of the party’s perfidy to 
the National interest and safety. 
RUSSIA AND NEUTRAL COMMERCE. 

No wonder the case of the Knight 
Commander is arousing so much excite- 
ment in England. It is a British case to- 
day; it may be an American case to- 
morrow. It might as easily have been 
the Shawmut that was stopped, seized, 
and sunk as the Knight Commander. 
The American temper would in that case 
be as warm to-day as is the British tem- 
per. In order to avert disastrous results 
from popular excitement, which may 
very readily rise to such a height as to 
infect official action, it is most desirable 
that Americans at large should have a 
clear notion what, in such cases as are 
liable to arise, are the respective rights 
of men-of-war of a belligerent and mer- 
chantmen of a neutral. 

No doubt the actual condition of the 
law of contraband gives the amplest 
scope for controversies, and seems al- 
most designed to secure that the crop of 
them shall not fail whenever a war is 
Waging by a naval power. The general 
classification of some articles as neces- 
sarily contraband, when destined to a 
belligerent, since they admit of no other 
than a military use, of some articles as 
never contraband, since they do not ad- 
mit of such use, and of a third and by 
far the largest class, as contraband or 
not according as they are or are not in- 
tended to increase the fighting force of 
the belligerent to whose ports they are 
consigned, is as reasonable as it is well 
established. But evidently, upon the 
question whether the questionable im- 
ports are intended for military use, there 
may be the greatest variety of interpre- 
tation. The neutral shipper may and will 
take one view, the commander:of a bel- 
ligerent cruiser may and will take the 
other. Some impartial tribunal is need- 
ed in order to hold the balance fair be- 
tween their conflicting claims. Such a 
tribunal ought, evidently, to be in every 
case international. Only such a tribunal 
can properly interpret and administer in- 
ternational law. In default of such a 
tribunal each country establishes a prize 
court of its own which more or less 
closely approaches the impartiality that 
might be expected of an international 
tribunal, It is no flattery to say that the 


to it. The greatest authority in cases in- 
volving the rights of search and seizure 
remains Lord STrowmit, and yet, when 
the decisfons were rendered by which he 
is remembered and for which he is hon- 
ored, his country was at war. He was, 
40 to speak, the judicial agent of a bel- 
ligerent Power. And yet he so laid down 
the law that his decisions are respected 
in every civilized country, and his own 
high pretension, put forward from the 
bench, of. not allowing his patriotism to 
warp his judicial uprightness, and of 
putting forward no consideration of 
which a candid representative of a neu- 
tral Power would not have to acknowl- 
edge the cogency, has been accepted by 
the legal profession of the world as sim- 
ply the statement of the fact. 

The law is in a state of flux on this 
very point of the right of search. What 
HERBERT SPENCER described as “ the 
state of militancy ” is directly opposed to 
and by “ the state of industrialism.” The 
mediaeval spirit which looked upon 
fighting as the normal condition of man 
is confronted by the modern spirit which 
regards it as a lamentable and abnormal 
deviation from the normal course of 
peaceable development and evolution. 
We referred the other day to the action 
of the Russian captor of the Knight 
Commander as indicating an obsolescent 
view of international law. Without 
doubt the modern tendency is to limit 
the right of interference with trade by 
belligerents and to enlarge the rights of 
neutrals to carry on commerce while 
war is raging. ANTHONY TROLLOPB, who 
happened to be in this country when the 
controversy over the stoppage of the 
Trent was at its height, indignant at the 
pretension of Commodore WILKES, de- 
scribed it as a pretension that brickbats 
have the right ef way over peaceful 
traffic. That is exactly the pretension 
made in this case by the commander of 
the Russian ship. 

A London paper says that there is no 
precedent for such an act within a cent- 
ury. To say that a precedent in these 
matters is old is to invalidate it. The 
older it is the worse it is. But the act of 
this Russian ‘was condemned in advance, 
almost or quite a century before it was 
committed. Said Lord StowELL: “ Where 
a ship is neutral the act of destruction 
cannot be justified to the neutral owner 
by the gravest importance of such an act 
to the captor’s own State; to the neutral 
it can be justified under any such cir- 
cumstances only by a full restitution in 
value.” But in this case evidently it was 
not vital to Russia that the Knight Com- 
mander should not be allowed to deliver 
her carga. The questionable part of the 
cargo, the part condemned as contra- 
band, is said to have consisted of railway 
supplies. They would have raised a nice 
question for a prize court. If it were 
proved that they were intended for a 
railroad in Korea it would be clear that 
such a railroad was primarily and at 
present a miltary facility for Japan 
against Russia. The seizure would doubt- 
less be held good and the vessel con- 
demned. If, on the other hand, they 
were intended for a railroad in Japan 
itself, the possible military use of such 
a road would not be allowed to outweigh 
its prevailingly peaceful use, the vessel 
would be released, and the owners com- 
pensated for the damage and delay occa- 
sioned to them by the seizure, 

Merely to state this case, whether it be 
actual or only supposititious, is to show 
how it requires a competent and impar- 
tial adjudication, It is simply intolera- 
ble that a casual naval officer should be 
allowed to take the law of such case into 
his own hands, That he was short of 
hands and could not spare a prize crew 
or that he feared his capture might be 
recaptured before she could reach a Rus- 
sian port—these are entirely irrelevant 
considerations, The plain fact is that he 
has prevented the ship from being 
brought before a court for adjudication, 
and that, therefore, all presumptions are 
in favor of the owners and against him. 
“A full restitution in value” is what the 
British Government is entitled to demand 
and the Russian Government to grant 
for the ship; what our Government is en- 
titled to ask and the Russian Govern- 
ment bound to grant for such of the 
cargo as is owned by Americans. As for 
the future, in case of other Russian 
cruisers whose commanders are given to 
magnifying their offices, it would prob- 
ably be well that the authorities of the 
American port which an American 
steamer leaves for Japan should be sat- 
isfied that she carries no contraband, and 
that an American man-of-war, more 
powerful than any cruiser of the Vladi- 
vostok Squadron, should thereupon be 
detailed to accompany the merchantman 
and to see that she completes her voyage 
without molestation, 


THE SUBWAY. 

The strike of subway workers promises 
to be as futile as are most of the ill-ad- 
vised attempts of organized labor to im- 
pose upon employers conditions which 
they cannot accept. By reason of a quar- 
rel between two painters’ unions as to the 
share which each should have of the 
work to be done, a sympathetic strike 
was called and twelve hundred men of 
various trades gave up their jobs. It is 
said that the real motive of the strike 
is tc impress Mr. McDonaLp with the 
fact that in making a public announce- 
ment of the date of the completion of 
the subway without consulting the union 
leaders and receiving their gracious ap- 
proval he was guilty of lése majesté and 
must be properly punished. They do not 
mean to give up their cool and comfort- 
able employment any sooner than they 
must, and the idea that they must be in- 
dustrious and get out in time to accom- 
modate the public is not agreeable to 
them. That the subway strike is a fla- 
grant violation of the arbitration agree- 
ment entered into between the Central 


Federated Union and the Subway Con- 


tractors’ Association 1s to be regretted, 
perhaps, but a little thing like that must 
not be permitted to restrain the eager- 
ness of the union Jeaders to keep in evi- 
dence. Of course they have destroyed all 
basis of confidence in the value of such 
agreements on their part, but even that 
ig better from their point of view than 
having things go smoothly and leaving 
labor too well contented with its posi- 
tion. 

As a matter of fact, the strike is not 
Seriously embarrassing the subway con- 
tractors and will not probably delay 
work twenty-four hours. There is plenty 
of labor available, and New York is not 
Chicago. The men who have given up 
their jobs are their own dupes and will 
probably regret it before they secure 
other employment as satisfactory or as 
ecmfortable. It doubtless causes the con- 
tractor some anxiety and will embitter 
the public against the Building Trades 
Alliance, but beyond this it will be with- 
out results. The subway will be opened 
on time, and any more serious attempt to 
hinder it than is expressed in the strike 
of those who do not want to work will 
be a dangerous experiment. / 


DE SENECTUTE. 

The announcement made with unheces- 
sary “indignation” by ex-Senator HEN- 
RY G. Davis, Democratic Vice Presiden- 
tial candidate, that he has no intention 
of marrying, will be received with gen- 
eral regret. Granted that this is a mat- 
ter which chiefly concerns himself and 
that if he does not wish to marry there 
is probably no reason why he should, it 
remains true that such action on his 
part would confer a great deal of genuine 
pleasure upon a large number of estima- 
ble people. It is proverbial that all the 
world loves a lover, It might be crystal- 
lized with equal solidity into our prover- 
vial philosophy that a great many elder- 
ly people of both sexes would be vastly 
rejuvenated and made to feel really quite 
young again by the connubial example of 
& gentleman as old as Mr. Davis and as 
prominent. 

It is perhaps needless to say that the 
popular notion that the “ dead line” is 
drawn somewhere about fifty, and that 
one who has passed it, by however little, 
should be content thereafter to become a 
lean and slippered pantaloon, eating soft 
things, going to bed early, and doing 
what he can to keep out of the way of 
younger people who tolerate him only 
when he takes good care not to become a 
nuisance, is not shared by the elderly of 
either sex. They insist that age is meas- 
ured by heart throbs, not by figures on a 
dial; that a man is only as old as he 
feels, whatever the date of his birth, and 
that old age never overtakes one who 
does not sit down and wait for it. They 
take great comfort in reading ‘De Se- 
nectute,” and wish that some one would 
bring it up to date with the thousand ex- 
amples which might be cited since Cic- 
ERO’s observations of relative youth mas- 
querading behind gray hairs and wrin- 
kles, They hail with sincere delight 
every evidence that men whose years en- 
title them to the honorable distinction 
of venerable are often as young for all 
practical purposes as other men of forty 
to fifty, and a great deal younger than 
@ multitude of those who reach thirty- 
five worn out and blasé, with no further 
capacity for pleasure and with emotions 
and passions burned to ashes and dust. 
They rejoice in the familiar lines of 
HOLMES, penned in the afternoon of life, 
which forbid applying the designation 
“old” to one 

Whose visionary brain 
Holds o’er the past an undivided reign.

Count his gray hairs, they cannot make him 
old. 

Mr. Davis is, we believe, an octogena- 
rian. The chronological fact ts undis- 
puted, but his vigor and strength and 
clearness of mind are said to be those of 
maturity untainted by a trace of senile 
decrepitude. This fact endears him to 
many thousands of men who, if not near- 
ly as old as he in years, are still old 
enough to have felt the inhospitable el- 
bows of contemporaneous humanity in 
their ribs, reminding them that they can- 
not longér keep up with the procession 
and will not be permitted to obstruct it. 
Mr. Davis's place for the moment is just 
a little ahead of the band wagon. He i 
young enough to be an exceptionally suc- 
cessful business man, to attend to his 
work with intelligence refined by long 
experience, to attend conventions which 
try ‘the nerves and exhaust the bodies of 
ycunger men, to accept nomination, and 
to undertake with very serious purpose 
the labors, worries, and anxieties of a 
National canvass. For all of this the 
“elderly to old” population of the United 
States hold him in great admiration. If 
in addition it had been true that he is 
about to marry a lady for whom he cher- 
ished a youthful affection, and who is 
presumably herself of discreet age, a 
whirlwind of enthusiasm would have 
been created for him, and he could have 
counted on the vote of every citizen past 
middle life. Think, also, of the enthusi- 
asm his act would have created among 
the old maids and widows! True, they do 
not vote, but any one who should say 
they have no influence would speak with- 
out knowledge. Mr. Cortrenyou might 
not have conceded the election in ad- 
vance to Mr. TaGGart, but in the still 
watches of the night he would have lost 
much sleep wondering what Mr. Rooss- 
VELT could possibly do to match his 
strenuousness against that of an oppo- 
nent old enough, de jure, to be his grand- 
father, but young enough, de facto, to be 
his junior brother.

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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

——For special feasons ‘that had nothing 
to do with “ Christian Science,” and as lit- 
tle to do with a desire to give the “ other 
side” of a question which, so far as we are 
concerned, was closed long ago, we relaxed 
a well-considered and deliberately taken 
rule by printing yesterday a letter from 
one of Mrs. Eppyr’s press agents, The space 
thus used was not, perhaps, wholly wasted. 
The letter, unlike some issued by this par- 
ticular capper’s predecessor, was a very 
crude and clumsy production, and therefore 
not potentially dangerous to anybody worth 
saving from Eddyite deluding and exploit- 
ing, while its absurdities of logic and its 
falsities of statement provided a& dozen 
weapons for those who still hold it worth 
their while to argue with the more intelli- 
gent—or less unintelligent—followers of the 
Old Dame Who Stole the Humbug. How 
grotesque, for instance, was the ignorance 
displayed by the man’s assertion that 
“some of our most advanced physicians ac- 
knowledge the healing power of metaphys- 
ics!’’ If there be any such, théir acknowl- 
edgment can be explained only on the 
theory that they have advanced so far as 
to have left behind them the remembrance 
of the definition of the word “ metaphys- 
ies" they once possessed. Of like quality 
was the declaration that some of the same 
physicians “have publicly admitted that 
Christian Science has healed cases in wh 
materia medica could not reach.” Of 
course there are no physicians who deny 
the existence of maladies in which the use 
of some form of suggestion, not the use of 
drugs, is indicated, but we have yet to 
hear of one who admitted that the Eddyot 
“healers” have or exercise any power not 
exerted with more or less success by every 
charlatan and by every regular practitioner 
as well. -And the impudence of asking that 
the “healers,” like the doctors, be judged 
by their successes instead of by their fail- 
ures! The loss of a single patient is utter 
condemnation of a system that consists of 
a denial of the very existence of death- 
causing influences, while the doctor who 
only says he will do what he can toward 
delaying the inevitable final victory of 
such influences has the best of rights to 
receive credit for even a measure of suc- 
cess. As for the te@#timonial from the in- 
habitants of Concord, N. H., that the more 
visitors with money to spend that Mrs. 
Eppy can attract to the place the better 
content will the natives be, that tells more 
about the Concordites than it does about 
the Eddyites, and what it tells is the de- 
terioration of the once famous New Eng- 
land conscience, 


——In the fact that Judge PARKER, act- 
ing as an interpreter of the law, once told 
a young woman that she could not enjoin 
an unauthorized use of her photograph, 
but is now taking some preckutions to 
prevent such use of photographs of himself, 
there was an opportunity for a bright 
young woman to write an amusing letter— 
a letter which would have given effective ex- 
Pression to a justifiable sense of grievance 
on the part of the young woman and would 
have put the Judge in the slightly embar- 
rassing position of defending his own course 
at the expense of his beloved mistress, the 
law. But apparently the young woman 
who signed the letter we published yester- 
day is not up to the task of writing amus- 
ingly every day, and very evidently on a 
day when she was just a little dull she 
allowed some lawyer who is probably dull 
every day to use her grievance in a serious 
effort to make some political capital 
against the Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency. For the letter in every line 
demonstrated that it was only signed by the 
nominal author, and that it was written by 
a lawyer, and every line, too, proclaimed 
the truth that the writing was not sincere 
—that the writer knew perfectly well that 
between the cases of the young woman and 
the Judge, in this matter of photographs, 
there is no real analogy. She proceeded 
after the act of which she complained 
and tried to prove that she had suffered 
an injury recognized by existing laws; 
Judge PARKER, on the contrary, took cer- 
tain measures well within his power—and 
within that of young women as well— 
to prevent the commission of the act to 
which he objected. Thati made all the dif- 
ference in the world—for a lawyer—and 
should have prevented him from making 
a point that was, to his necessary knowl-. 
edge, no point at all. If this and other 
young women will pardon us, we will ven- 
ture to say that they are held to no such 
strict responsibility, and one of them might 
without exciting criticism have ignored the 
difference in question if only she had 
been witty and entertaining. To make 
the case worse for the lawyer who did write 
this letter, he knew—or should have known 
—not only that Judge PARKER, in the opin- 
ion denying to Miss RoBERSON the rélief 
she claimed clearly told her to seek it from 
the Legislature, with the implied predic- 
tion that she would get it there, but that 
the Legislature has since been moved by 
this very case so to amend the law that 
henceforth there will be full and easy re- 
dress for anybody subjected to the an- 
noyance from which she suffered. Either 
through ignorance or intention, therefore, 
the writing of this letter was a pretty con- 
temptible piece of business, pardonable 
only because ludicrously futile. 


—Great hopes have been excited in vege- 
tarian minds that the meat strike will en- 
foree a general adoption of the only diet 
which they consider either healthful or 
virtuous, and that everybody will feel so 
well after a few weeks of compulsory vege- 
tarianism that even when the compulsion 
ceases they will not go back to fleshly 
food. That, of course, is one way to look 
at the situation, and nobody doubts that a 
diminution in the amount of meat eaten 
will be a good thing for most of us, but 
there is another view, and one which is a 
little disquieting. It is expressed by The 
New York Medical Journal as follows: 
“We must admit that we have some mis- 
givings concerning the results of vegetar- 
ianism suddenly imposed upon an entire 
people. What one does voluntarily in the 
way of dietetic performances is probably 
less apt to induce untoward consequences 
than that which is forced upon a person— 
the involuntary experiment to end nobody 
knows when. Then, too, there is the gorg- 
ing with meat which is pretty sure to en- 
sue upon the cessation of the famine, and 
out of it the vegetarians are tolerably sure 
to try to make capital.”” Those of us, how- 
ever, who are neither vegetarians nor doc- 
tors will not worry much over the probability 
of becoming the former against our wills 
or of suffering from a surfeit of a recov- 
ered food. ,From present indications an en- 
forced abstention from meat is unlikely to 
be general or prolonged. Even if the trust 
packers are reduced to complete idleness 
and kept there, the “independents,” al- 
ready numerous and sure to be more so, 
will probably be able to give us all an oc- 
casional steak or chop.

CATTLE ON PUBLIC LANDS. 


Gratuitous Grazing Adds to Beef Trust’s 
Powers. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Is it not a fact that the Beef Trust Is get- 
ting great strength and immense wealth at 
the expense of the public by reason of free 
pasturage to immense herds of cattle on 
the public domain? Taken with the pro- 
tective tariff, preferential railroad rebates, 
and the power to buy cattle and sell beef 
at its own price, this gratuitous grazing 
on public lands is a service of great power 
to the trust in cornering the meat market. 
How can the farmer who must buy or rent 
his farm, including pasture land, and pay 
annual taxes on it, compete in raising 
cattle with those herders who get pastur- 
age from the Government free, on millions 
of acres, without taxation or rental? Why 
not take away this prop from the trust, 
which is said to rob the herders of the ad- 
vantage by controlling the price at which 
they shall sell. 

There was a time when New York and 
Boston were great cattle markets, and 
every section of the country produced at 
fair prices the beef required for local con- 
sumption. All that business has been much 
reduced and practically destroyed by a 
monopoly of the sale of beef produced at 
little cost to the cattle men and trust, but 
at public expense, resulting elsewhere in 
unfertile fields, slim crops, abandoned 
farms, and poor whites. 

The press notices of the existing situation, 
to the effect that there is beef for only a 
few days and then famine, read as if this 
land of plenty was like the garrison at 
Port Arthur or some disabled vessel adrift 
at sea on short allowance of meat rations, 
while all the time we, the people, actually 
own in fee the thousands of square miles 
on which the beeves fatten and the thieves 
batten, may be. 

Many are shocked at the graft from pool 
selling, liquor, and other immoralities, non- 
indulgence in which can hardly be classed 
as race suicide, while this colossal graft on 
the public lands and pockets and subsist- 
ence of the people into the coffers of a 
few. falls like rain on the just and the 
unjust, and the people pay for the stuffed 
club that knocks them out. 

The remedy? A tax on every head of 
cattle grazed on the public domain, and 
collect it and give the farmstead holder a 
chance under fair competition at the busi- 
ness which was once his. G.

ORIGIN OF NAME “ESOPUS.” | 
Equivalent of “Brook” and in Usd 
Among Algonquins. es: 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Mr. Arthur Guiterman of Far Rocka’ 
makes a mistake in quoting Dr. School« 
craft as authority for throwing doubt upon 
the derivative of “Esopus.” At. the time 
he wrote it may have been, to him, a doubt 
ful word, but better authorities have long 
since removed it from the doubtful Ist. 

The Rev. Mr. Megapolensis, Dutch minis 
ter at Fort Orange, (Albany,) who studied 
the Indian languages and served in mise . 
sionary labors among the Mohicans an@ 
Mohawks, wrote the name “Sypous” in 
1656, an equivalent of Sépuus, (Eliot, “a 
brook” or creek. Indian speakers threw 
the accent of their words forward to the - 
penult, leaving the initial sound indistinet 
and uncertain in many cases, This was 
especially so in the early days when the 
name was first written—1614-16. The early: 
Dutch writer supplied the sound by adding 
the letter “E,” presumably from his fa- 
miliarity with the name of Esop or Greélg 
Aesop. Sépuus is generic. It is written 
dialectically in several forms. It is & COM- 
position of Sépu, “river,” and es or us, 
diminutive, hence “a small river.” 

It was of as general use among the Al 
gonquins as our words “brook” or “creek’® 
are among ourselves. It appears first in 
the Esopus form on a carte figurative of 
the Hudson of presumed date 1614-16, in 
application to a stream on the east side df 
the river, as it may have been properly as @ 
generic, but became permanent at Kings- 
ton Point, about 1623, as the name pre- 
sumably of Rondout Creek, from which it 
was extended by the Dutch to the Kleine 
Esopus, south of Rondout, in the town 
where Judge Parker resides; to the grote 
Esopus, now the Rondout, and to the 
Esopus, now called the Saugerties, ‘at that 
place. The early traders gathered on the 
north side of the creek at a cove oe tinea 
which they called Punthoekje, (now Ponk- 
hockie,) which became the general locative, 
Sopus, and the name by which later Wild- 
wijk was called, (now Kingston.) 

As a matter of correction it may be 
added that the Esopus Indians never “called 
themselves Wargnawancks,” nor by any 
cther general name which has been handed 
down. The Dutch called them “ Esopus 
Indians,’ and by that name only were they, 
known nationally. They were an indepen- 
dent nation of Delaware stock, but of the 
division known as Minsis, Monseys, or 
Minnisinks. ‘‘ Wargnawancks” is one of 
the corruptions of the very sonorous War- 
onawanka, which seems to have been the 
name of the bay lying on the south side 
of Kingston Point, Some of the corruptions 
of this name are redundant in lettering. 
The locative onk seems to have been added 
to the original, and so able a scholar as 
De Laeb spelled it all out “ Waranawank- 
cougys.” 

Judge Parker’s candidacy will have served 
a useful purpose in bringing out the his- 
tory of the Sopus country if in nothing 
else, and it is not necessary to add to {g 
any romantic nensense.

GHOST YARN FROM THE BRONX. 


Hop-Brewed Dream, Say Some—There’s 
a Brewery Opposite. 


Bronx Borough residents who have oc- 
casion to pass the corner of One Hundred 
and Sixty-first Street and Third Avenue 
during the wee small hours of the morn- 
ing are telling a story of a ghost that sits 
on the corner of the ancient frame dwell- 
ing at 3,165 Third Avenue and makes 
mysterious motions with its long arms. 
The building, which is a two-story struc- 
ture, formerly was known as Hammer's 
Road House, a famous hostelry in the days 
when the Bronx was a wilderness.

Hupfel’s brewery is directly oppo- 
site the haunted structure, and a hop 
masher named Burkins claims the credit 
for the discovery of the ghost. “he skep- 
tical say that the apparition is nothing more 
than a cloud of hop-laden vapor from the 


brewery. 
Less, kindly persons say that the ghost 
was evolved by hop-laden brains. 


PILOT CRITICISES INSPECTORS. 


Capt. Dow Expresses His Opinion at 
Slocum Hearing. 


Only two witnesses were examined by the 
Federal Board of Inquiry into the Slocum 
disaster yesterday. They were Thomas H. 
Barrett of the local bureau of the steam- 
boat inspection service and Capt. Luther 
B. Dow, master of the Pilots’ Association 
of New York. Inspector Barrett said that 
the inspection of vessels was left to the 
Assistant Inspectors, and that after they 
have examined and passed a ship the cer- 
tificate of inspection is read over and then 
signed by the Inspectors. Mr. Barrett said 
he had charge of the inspection of boilers 
and machinery, while his associate, Gen. 
Dumont, had charge of the inspection of 
hulls and equipment. 

Capt. Dow testified at length, and was 
very pointed in his criticism of the way 
marine affairs are conducted in New York 
Harbor, If the Slocum had had a licensed 


mate and a uniformed crew many more 
lives might have been saved. The failure 
of the regulations to call for licensed mates 
on inland waters, he said, was a great 
mistake. Capt. Dow then referred to a 
man who got a master’s license after three 
months’ service as a pilot. 

‘*The local Inspectors,”’ he said, ‘‘ grant- 
ed this man a master’s license, and we 
claim they had no right to do so. We made 
a complaint to them, but that was all the 
good it did. The force of Assistant In- 
spectors in this port is not one-half big 
enough, and a vessel like the Generali Silo- 
cum or Grand Republic cannot be properly 
inspected in one day.”’ 


MOTHER FINDS LOST CHILD. 


Recognizes Baby Four Years Missing— 
Alleged Kidnapper Held.

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 27.—While pass- 
ing through Poplar Alley yesterday Mrs. 
Emma Lewis saw a chubby youngster 
whom she thought she recognized as a 
child she lost on Dec. 26, 1900, and who then 
was five years old. She made some in- 
quiries which verified her belief. She at 
once secured a warrant for the arrest of 
Thomas Moss, charging him with kidnap- 
ping. 

Magistrate Stewart this morning held 
Moss under $500 bail, at the same time or- 
dering that the child be held by Mrs. 
Powell, who has been boarding it for the 
last three years at $3 per week. This was 
paid by Moss. 

Moss has little to say about the case fur- 
ther than that he will be cleared at the 
trial. Mrs. Lewis says that she was ill at 
the time the child disappeared from her 
home. She has lived within two blocks of 
the child’s boarding house for the past two 
years. 


Pastor ‘Cordova's Successor Named. 


SOUTH RIVER, N. J., July 27.—The Rev. 
W. Worner, formerly a member of the 
New York Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, will fill the vacancy in 
the pulpit of the local Methodist Church 
caused by the resignation of the Rev. J. 
F. Cordova. The Rev. Mr. Horner was for 
a time a professor in a Western college be- 
fore he took up preaching. The new minis- 


ter will arrive here to-morrow. With his 
family he will occupy the parsonage, which 
has been vacated by Mrs. Cordova, and will 
take up the work of rebuilding the church 
membership, which has been somewhat de- 
nleted of late. 


TROUBLE COMING OVER 
PARNELL HOME FUND 


Parnell’s Brother Blames Redmond 
for Failure of Plan. 


THOUGHT HE WOULD GET HOME 


Found It Was to Go to Irish Nation— 
Meanwhile Government That Par- 
nell Hated Owns It. 


John Howard Farnell, the brother of 
Charles Stewart Parneil, has sent to THB 
New York Times from Dublin a letter rel- 
ative to the plans of the Irish Nationalists 
for buying the Parnell home at Avondale. 
In it he says: . 

“Some time ag- I irclosed a letter from 
Mr. Edward Dwyer of New York City, @ 
well-know. Irish Nationaiist, who is at 
present on a visit to Ireland, along with @ 
letter from me on the above subject. 

“‘I now submit a further letter to you for 
space, giving my own opinion in regard to 
the fund, with some items of information 
which the Irish and Americans are not 
@ware of. Some years ago Messrs. Red- 
mond and Tallon visited America to raise 
a fund for the erection of a monument and 
the purchase of Avondale to the memory 
of my late brother, Charles S. Parnell. 
Before Mr. John Redmond left I asked him 
if he would, with the aid of the late Mr. 
Edward O'Flaherty of New York, try and 
gét a loan by mortgage on Avondale to pur- 
chase the old home. I got him all the 
necessary papers, rentals, &c., to enable 
him to lay the scheme before Irish-Ameri- 
can capitalists. In our conversations he 
never mentioned it was his intention to buy 
Avondale for the Irish nation, because if 
he had I would have told him I would 
object, as I had already been offered Avon- 
dale by the Court of Chancery, to purchase 
it under the Land act. 

“TI broke off my arrangements with the 
court in order to let Mr. Redmond buy it, 
as I understood, for the Parnells. Mr. Red- 
mond cabled from America they had re- 
ceived sufficient money for the monument 
as well as for Avondale. At a meeting at 
the Mansion House, Dublin, after their re- 
turn, Mr. Redmond gave an account of their 
mission and said that he was going to buy 
Avondale, not for the Parnells nor in my 
brother’s name, but for the irish nation. 

“I was naturally astonished at these re- 
marks; it was not what I asked him to do 
before he left Ireland. This proposal of giv- 
ing my brother’s home away was not 
doing justice jto his memory. 

“Being heir-at-law to Avondale, I re- 
sented this arrangement. Mr. Redmond also 
remarked that if any of the Parnells chose 
to live at Avondale they could do so, mean- 
ing that the Parnells were to be made care- 
takers in their own home, the same way 
as the Irish landlords treated their evicted 
tenants. 

“In fact, the Parnells were to be evicted 
and banished from their country. 

** Now, I did not consider those proceed- 
ing patriotic. I am sure the Irish race in 
America would not have listened to any 
such unusual action If they knew what the 
consequences would be. 

“ After the meeting in the Mansion House 
I told Mr. Redmond I would never agree 
to such a proposal, and said I would try 
and buy Avondale. If I could not buy I 
would sell, rather than for our family to be 
kicked out of the country. 

“‘Some time before the auction I met Mr. 
Patrick Boylan, a rich butcher, and I made 
an agreement with him to purchase Avon- 
dale and to reselll to me, giving me two 
years to get the money. Mr. Boylan un- 
fortunately died in the meantime, and the 
place passed into other hands, and when 
the two years were up I could not raise the 


money, and Mr. Redmond, although he ob- 
tained money to buy Avondale, as the sub- 
scribers believed for the benefit of the Par- 
nells, refused to do anything. 

“The home of my late brother was allowed 
by Mr. John Reamona to fall into the hands 
of the Government, a Government hated by 
my brother, The Irish people really must 
not think I was against the nation hav- 
ing an interest in it. On the contrary, 
while I was living there I did all in my 
power to make it of interest to the people, 
and carried on all my brother’s patriotic 
works, which he used to take so much in- 
terest in the development of Irish indus- 
tries. Orly for my patriotic feelings for the 
country all the historic testimonials and 
presentations connected with my brother 
would have been lost; fortunately I kept 
them. If Avondale is not purchased back 
for the Parnells and the Irish nation, ali 
these will be lost as there will be no place 
to put them. 

“I have no selfish motive in regard to 
Avondale. All I want is to see the historic 
place remain in the name of the Parnells 
and be used as a park for the people. 

“I wish the Irish-Americans who sub- 
scribed to request John Redmond to restore 
the house and the historic portions of it to 
the Parnells. ‘ 

“I think they might sell Avondale back 
to me under the Land Act. It could then 
be considered a National Park. If Avondale 
is not restored I will go out myself to 
America and explain to the people from 
public platforms all the particulars as to 
the loss of the place to the country. I 
think the time most opportune for a true 
statement of facts to be given by the 
Trustees in justice to themselves, and the 
Irish race particularly, as I learn Mr. John 
Redmond will shortly appear again in 
America appealing to the Irish race there 
for more funds.”

GREAT VETERINARY SHOW 


Hundreds of Horses with Hundreds of 
Equine Ailments—Something About 
the Historic Church. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., July 27.—The annual 
harvest home of historic old Tennent 
Church was held this afternoon and even- 
ing, and a great crowd, from all parts of 
Monmouth, Mercer, Middlesex, and Ocean 
Counties, gathered on the grounds. They 


motor cycles, carriages, farm wagons, cary- 
alls, hacks, and bicycles, and all sorts of 
people were there. The greatest curiosity 
was the “ horse show.”’ The students of the 
equine race could learn much looking over 
the host of horses tied to the thousands 
of tie posts which had been provided. 
There were the well-groomed animals from 
city stables; nags whose protruding bones 
denoted much work and little feed; horses 
that were lop-eared, wall-eyed, spavined, 
knock-kneed, bob-tailed, and knee sprung, 
and a veterinary going along the balky, 
kicking, neighing line could find traces of 
glanders, influenza, strangles, sore back, 
scratches, bone spavin, through pin, ring- 
bone, windgalls, swelled legs, stand cracks, 
thrush, seedy toe, side bones, and lami- 
nitis. 

Tennent harvest homes have been 
yearly since 1868. The church edifice was 
built over a century and a half ago and 
services are held there yet. Blood of 
wounded soldiers appears on some of the 
benches in the church, an€ Col. Monoeton 
of the British Army, who was killed in 
the battle, is buried just outside the church 
door. The Battle of Monmouth was fought 
about the ancient edifice, and bullets were 


imbedded in the old frame structure. Can- 
non balls ara frequently plowed up on the 
neighboring farms. 
The salary of the 
Church is raised largely through the har- 
vest home, the receipts of which are large. 
There-ts always a band of music in atiend- 
ance, but all “fakirs’’ are barred, No 
gold bricks are sold, ‘‘sweat boards”’ are 
tabvoed, “ thimble games” ruled out, and 
only patrictic peanuts and virtuous lemon- 
ade are sold cutside the bounteous supper 
and ice cream. The supper is the rea 
Jersey article, consisting of great portions 
of luscious turkey served on tables dec- 
orated with gladiolas and nasturtiums, 
huge slices of cold roast Leef, cold lamb, 
chicken salad, potato salad, dried beef, 
ickles, olives, and cake. Altogether, the

PANAMA GOVERNMENT PACIFIC. 


Awaits Settlement of Clearance Paper 
Dispute Before Fining Steamships. 


PANAMA, July 27.—The establishment of 
a port at Ancon under the control of the 
authorities of the ‘‘Canal Zone”’ has cre- 
ated considerable friction between the 
steamship companies and the Government 
at Panama, the latter claiming that the 
companies should get their clearance pa- 
pers from the Panaman authorities.

Amanda Foster Was Born in the Home 
of Gov. De Witt Clinton.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas S. Yocum. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas 8. Yocum, rector 
of St. Andrew's Protestant Episcopal 
Church, at Richmond, S. I., died in the 
rectory at that place yesterday morning 
after a brief illness from acute indigestion. 

Dr. Yocum, who was a ‘Low Church- 
man,’’ was seventy-three years old. He was 
born in Pennsylvania and received his theo- 
logical education at Richmond, Va. His 
first church work was as a missionary in 
China. He was made pastor of St. An- 
drew’s on June 15, 1876. 

Dr. Yocum was independent of his parish- 
ioners. He was endowed, while his church 
was not. More than a century and a half 
ago Ellis Duxbury, a founder of St. An- 
drew’'s perish and a wealthy resident of the 
island, decided to make the parish perma- 


nent, but instead of endowing the church 
he concluded to endow the rector. By means 
of a legal document he created the rector 
of St. Andrew's, (then Dr. McKenzie,) a 
corporation in ree mg toe to hold and enjoy 
the rents of certain lands on Staten Island, 
including the site of the present Quarantine 
station, part of Clifton, Rosebank, Rich- 
mond, and Stapleton. 

By the terms .of the deed these lands 
were not to be sold, and the rentals there- 
from were to be turned over to the rector 
in place of a regular salary. Notwithstand- 
ing this legal stipulation, the land was sold, 
little by little, by the trustees, the last 
lot bringing $75,000. The original land is 
estimated to be worth from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 to-day, but Dr. Yocum did not 
consider that it would be right to try to 
regain either the land or the income of it, 
although the rentals from it would have 
made him a very rich man. 


John W. Waters.

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., July 27.—John 
W. Waters, thirty-five years old, formerly 
a newspaper man and a Republican poll- 
tician of New Britain, Conn., died this 
afternoon in the Mount Vernon Hospital, 
after a week's illness, of typhoid fever. 
Mr. Waters was reporter of the Con- 
necticut Legislature and City Clerk of New 
Britain for several years. He also estab- 
lished a daily newspaper in that city. 

After leaving New Britain he came to 
Mount Vernon, where he was the editor of 
The Daily Argus. He left The Argus two 
years ago to become the New York agent 
of the Audit and ar pc Company of 
Philadelphia. Mrs. Waters is so ill from 
nursing her husband that she was removed 


to the hospital a few days ago and was a 
patient there at the time of his death. 


John Francis Holme. 
DENVER, Col, July 27.—John 
Holme (Frank Holme) of Chicago died 
here to-day of consumption. He was one of 
the best-known newspaper illustrators in 
the country. He originated the Bander Log 
Press for the printing of limited editions of

~ WOLADAY WON THE HOLIDAY 


Favorites Were Successful in Three 


Races on a Heavy Track at the 
Brighton Beach Course. 


Aided by all the skill and strength that 
the most successful jockey of the season 
could bring to bear, Possession, ridden by 
Jockey Eugene Hildebrand, squeezed home 
winner of the fifth race at Brighton Beach 
yesterday after a contest that saved the 
afternoon from the commonplace: The con- 
tender/at the finish, and in fact through- 
out the race, was the gallant four-year-old 
Rosetint, which with top weight fought the 
issue out with Possession to the last jump, 
the two mares, both under the whip and all 
out, finishing far away before the other 
three runners in the race, with Possession 
the winner by a head. The struggle was 
the only real close one of the day, the 
other events being won in rather tame fash- 
ion, with three post favorites successful in 
the course of the afternoon, though the 
track still was heavy enough to put a severe 
handicap on the followers of established 
form. 

Possession and Rosetint met in the fifth 
race on the card, a handicap at one mile 
and a furlong, for which seven horses 
originally were named to run. Eugenia | 
Burch and Duke of Kendal were scratched, | 
however, leaving Rosetint as the top 
weight with exactly scale weight, 121 
pounds, while Possession, with 106, and in 
receipt of three pounds from Rosetint, was 
the- next in the list, all the others going 
with very light weights. Hildebrand rode 
Possession, and Redfern had the mount on 
Rosetint, the betting from first to last be- 
ing between the two mares, with Possession 
always the favorite. Kosetint led away, 
but Redfern seemed undecided about taking 
advantage of his place in front and let Ww. 
B. Fasig show in the lead for a part of the 
distance, Rosetint alternately going on and 
being pulled back until the horses were on 
the last turn, where Possession took the ; 
lead and, by going straight on, decided for 
Fedfern that it was time for him to make 
his effort with Rosetint. From the head of 
the stretch to the winning post the two 
mares then fought out, both hard ridden 
under punishment, Hildebrand with the ad- 
vantage of the rail position keeping Pos- 
session abreast of Kosetint into the last 
few jumps, where he called on his mount 
for a last effort and, simply outriding Red- 
fern at the end, won with Possession by 
a head, Redfern then being so exhausted 
that he all but fell off Rosetint as he was 
pulling up. Far back in the rear Illyria was 
third, ridden out to beat Hydrangea and 
W. B. Fasig. 

Voladay, owned by E. R. Thomas, proved 
himself a real credit to his sire, Faraday, 
progenitor of mud runners, by coming back 
after a race in dcep mud only the day be- 
fore and winning the Holiday Stakes, five 
and a half furlongs selling for two-year- 
olds, in rather easy fastion: Four horses 
of the ten named to start for the Holiday 
were withdrawn, Voladay then starting fa- 
vorite, though Gold Ten, Brush Up, and 
Martha Gorman all were well backed to 
win. At the lifting of the barrier Gold 
Ten was jostled and knocked back to last 
place, while Brush Up shot to the front 
and went on to make the pace. To the 
turn to the stretch Brush Up was in front, 
Gold Ten then being in the first flight also, 
while Voladay was abreast of them. On 
the stretch Travers sent Voladay along, and 
the Thomas colt easily took command and 
won with something to spare from Gold 
Ten, which was about used up in its early 
effort to recover the ground lost at the 
start. 

For the opening race Stalwart and The 
Musketeer beat each other by racing out 
together until both were tired and stopping, 
Ingold then going on from third place, and 
at the tinish winning with a lot in hand 
by two lengths and a half, Stalwart get- 
ting the place. 

Duke of Kendal was an even-money fa- 
vorite for the third race, a mile and a. 
sixteenth, selling, but Travers, who rode } 
him, never seemed to decide in his mind 
whether to get out and race or wait with 
the horse, the jockey’s indecision giving At- 
wood the chance to slip far enough in front 
to hold the result safe when it came to 
a finish.

BLOODHOUND AFTER. ROBBER. 


Loses Trail of Man Who Shot Mount 
Vernon Detective.

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y.,' July 27.—The 
man who shot Detective Michael Reilly-at 
Mount Vernon on Tuesday night, and who 
Was chased by a posse led by Police Ser- 
geant Grant, Detective Atwell, and Police- 
man Thistleton early Wednesday on the 
Harlem Railroad tracks, managed to es- 
cape after he had fought a duel with the 
police officers. Though a bloodhound was 
turned over to Chief of Police Van Buren 
of Bronxville by F. R. Chambers, a resi- 
dent of Lawrence Park, and, although the 
hound took up the scent Bnd followed the 
route taken by the highwayman for two 
miles, he finally lost the trail. 

Detective Reilly was about to arrest the 
man, when he deliberately fired upon him 
at close range, and the detective owes ‘his 
life to a celluloid collar which deflected the 
bullet, and it only grazed his neck. After 
six shots were fired the highwayman, who 
was wanted for holding up and robbing 
Paul Boiger, fled toward Bronxville. A 
posse was organized and to-day Sergt. 
Grant and Policeman Thistleton followed 
on his trail and held him up in front of 
the Bronxville station. The desperado 
pulled two revolvers and fired point-blank 
at Sergt. Grant. Fifteen shots were fired 
between the officers and the robber, and 
during the heavy fire he managed to es- 
cape. 

He is described as a man about 5 feet 9 
inches tall, and weighing about 170 pounds. 
He wears no collar, and has on a dark- 
brown slouch hat, and is shabbily dressed. 
He answers the description of the burglar 
that robbed a number of houses in Yonkers 
and who held up several residents there in 
the same manner that he attacked Bolger. 


MANUFACTURED SMALL CHANGE 


Italian Counterfeiter.Sub-Treasury Offi- 
cials Wanted Admits Guilt.

In the home of Brandaleone the officers 
found over two hundred newly made coun- 
terfeit dimes and quarters, including twenty 
plaster of paris molds for dimes, crucibles, 
metals, files, plating materials, and tools 


used by counterfeiters in their work.

GREAT COAL STRIKE 
THREATENED AGAIN. 


Miners Say Operators Defy President's 
Board’s Findings—Situation Be- 
comes Alarming. 


Special to The New York Times. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., July 27.—‘‘If ihe 
operators refuse to abide by the terms of 
the President's Strike Commission, there 
will be another general strike, and the 
whole country will be made to ring with 
their bad faith,’”’ was the declaration by 
district officials of the United Mine Work- 
ers to-night. 

Both miners and operators believe they 
are in positior to win if a strike is declared 
at this time, and for this reason the situa- 
tion is regarded as doubly threatening. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., July 27.—Miners 
here. are prepared for the worst, while 
operators are indifferent. One operator 
said to-night: 

“I do not care what happens in the fu- 
ture. The so-called peace arrangement was 
forced on the operators, and ever since it 
went into effect there has been nothing but 
petty strikes, wrangling, &c.’’ 

When the Conciliation Board will meet 
again, or whether it will ever meet, is not 
known. A great many think it is dead. 

District President Fahey of the concilia- 
tion board said to-day: 

“The situation is critical.” 

Another miners’ officer said: 

“The operators are looking for trouble 
and they will get all they want of it. The 
miners’ union is stronger to-day than it 
ever was, and if the worst comes to the 
worst we shall insist on the operators liv- 
ing up to the agreement. I fthey refuse, 
then they must take the consequences.” 


SCRANTON, Penn., July 27.—District 
President Nicholls to-night said: 
“We are tired of hedging and bickering 


of the operators representatives on the 
Conciliatior Board. Je have abided by 
every decision of the board and umpire, 
although it was hard work to keep the 
men. at work. The operators don’t try to 
conciliate.’’ 

Already business men are beginning to 
fear trouble; many look for a strike within 
a month. 

The miners’ Executive Board of this dis- 
trict has been called to meet here Saturday.

Eighty-five of the surviving delegates 
to the Constitutional Convention of the 
State of New York, which met at Albany 
in 1894, met at dinner at Delmonico’s last 
night to celebrate the convention's tenth 
anniversary. It was the first meeting 
of the delegates in a body since they met 
at Albany. Among them were Justices 
and ex-Justices, ex-members of the Legis- 
lature, city and county officers, and sev- 
eral prominent lawyers throughout the 
State. 

Ambassador Choate, who was Chairman 
of the convention, was unable to be pres- 
ent, and Edward Lauterbach acted as 
toastmaster. Seated with him at the main 
table were William -H. Cochran, John T. 
McDonough, Judge George F. Lyon, Justice 
Hirschberg, Justice Giegerich, Justice 
Jenks, Justice Spencer, Justice Dickey, 
and County Judge Barnum of Otsego Coun- 
ty. 

Mr. Lauterbach said in his speech that 
when he became a State officer he was 
compelled to return all the railroad passes 
he had in his possession, and that one 
of these was an annual pass over the 
New York Central Railroad for himself 
and Mrs. Lauterbach. This he mitailed to 
Chauncey M. Depew. A few days after- 
ward Mrs. Lauterbach received a note from 


Mr. Depew, accompanied by a new annual 
pass for herself. The note read: 

“There is no reason why you should 
suffer, if your husband is a damned fool.”

The Reaction Proceeds Upon the Domes- 
tic Speculative Situation, and in Sym- 
pathy with Foreign War Agitation. 


Considerations affecting both prices 
and values were accentuated rather than 
altered in yesterday’s market, Steel's 
statement, which on Tuesday had been 
@ cause of weakness in anticipation, was 
cause of further weakness upon consid- 
eration of its purport. Comment by the 
chief organ of the trade was especially 
caustic. “ There is no really good buying 
movement in any branch of the iron in- 
dustry ” is in singular contrast with the 
optimistic view that Steel should rise on 
sentiment, which forecasted improvement 
upon conditions as they were at the time 
the Steel Trust made its report. 

The foreign situation is a trifle more 
acute if that be possible. When the 
British Premier in his place says that 
Russia has violated law, and it is offi- 
cially stated that the British Ambassa- 
dor is to ask an apologetic salute of the 
flag violated by Russia's warships, it is 
time for financial circles to safeguard 
their dealings. The remark is applicable 
on both sides the ocean, for the first for- 
mal protest was lodged at Washington 
yesterday, and it remains to be seen 
whether the United States will be more 
complaisant regarding unlawful treat- 
ment of American goods than England 
regarding British bottoms.. Scarcely in 
less degree is the sale of our foodstuffs 
important to us than to our customers. 
They might conceivably supply their 
needs elsewhere better than we could find 
a market elsewhere. Interruption to our 
trade in foodstuffs is as serious intrinsic- 
ally as legally, and for its effect as a 
precedent as for its immediate specific 
application. The topic and outlook are 
not to be minimized, 

As matter of fact, stocks were sold 
here yesterday on this consideration 
alone, not because of any distrust of the 
range of values intrinsically, but because 
the risk of holding stocks through a war 
flurry was greater than the chance of 
getting them back again cheaper. Lon- 
don was a free seller in this market upon 
similar considerations, motived both by 
a@ desire to take profits and to avoid risks 
in a rising money market across the 
water afid a rising sterling market, here, 
bespeaking progress toward gold exports. 
All foreign markets were, like ours, 
rather agitated than thoroughly alarmed. 
The produce markets also were higher, 
with adverse effect upon -the Grangers. 
In short, there was not a single sustain- 
ing feature, even speculative sentiment 
being favorable to a reaction, partly be- 
cause it was due before the rise could 
be resumed safely by its friends, and 
partly because they were cheerful at see- 
ing the untoward sequel to assumption of 
leadership which queered the rise by 
giving the bears a mark to aim at, and 
estranged Quiet buyers who turn sellers 
whenever a certain sort of advice be- 
comes dominant.

IRON TRADE STILL DULL. 


Speaking of the iron and steel business 
The Iron Age to-day says: 


A good many of those who are watching de- 
velopments in the iron trade do not seem to get 
down to the heart of the matter, and that is 
whether or not consumption is expanding, and, if 
so, to what extent. To begin with, it is only ngw 
freely admitted how wretched the situation was 
during the past few months, and how much is 
needed to restore us to normal conditions. Now, 
as a matter of fact, there has been only a very 
moderate increase in the current tonnage output 
of finished iron and steel, all the flourish of 
starting mills which have been temporarily idle 
for repairs to the contrary notwithstanding. As 
yet, what is much more important, specifications 
on orders are only in some lines taking the place 
of shipments disposed of, or a little better. Nor 
do some of the great leaders in the industry 
expect much improvement in the consumption 
during the current quarter, 

Yet the feeling is better throughout the whole 
ndustry, and that, we take it, is based upon the 

opes engendered by the greater facility with 
which new projects may be financed. Inquiries 
three months since for material from promoters 
of new enterprises aroused Iittle interest, unless 
the cash was in sight—an exceedingly rare occur- 
rence then. Now the schemes come in much bet- 
ter form, but it takes an enormous tonnage to 
keep the plants running, even at the present 
diminished rate, i 

The-reports of the tonnage on ‘the books, of 
the United States Steel Corporation mugt not. be 
taken‘ too literally. We doubt whether even 100,- 
000 tons as a unit Is quite reliable, in the nature 
of the case. They possess some value as the 
basis of comparison, always assuming that the 
outsiders keep getting the same share of the 
whole. The report of orders on hand may re- 
flect the temperament of the buyers rather than 
the volume of business or consumption, and it 
is possible that we entered the third quarter 
running at a better rate than we did the second 
quarter, in spite of a falling off in orders of 
nearly a million tons according to the record. 

There have not been any particularly inter- 
esting developments during the week. The East- 
ern pig iron trade has shown some weakness, in 
spite of the fact that the Southern makers are 
holding at higher figures. In the West the 
Southern producers have practically surrendered 
the market to their Northern rivals in the whole 
er north of Cincinnati and east of Indian- 
apolis. 

Pittsburg reports that sellers are demanding 
more money, and in some cases are getting it, 
for pretty. round lots, 

Ordinarily the argument on the part of a 
manufacturer that he has reached or even has 
passed cost is not a very effective one with the 
buyer, who has heard the cry of wolf too often, 
but at the present time the actions of makers 
of pig iron speak quite emphatically and bear 
him out, 

There is no really good buying movement in 
any branch of the iron industry.. A fair tonnage 
is coming out, and it is in some lines rather bet- 
ter than it has been. 

It is, of course, ‘yet too oorty to judge what 
effect the new anti-dumping policy of our. North- 
ern neighbors is likely to have on our export 
trade, Shipments are being rushed on all orders 
taken prior to June 7, so as to get deliveries 
through before Aug. 31, After the latter date 
we will learn just how the new method will be 
applied.

DISCUSSING GOLD EXPORTS. 
Further Advance in Sterling Exchange— 


Varying Views as to Probability 
of Gold Shipments. 


Sterling exthange yesterday rose 25 
points above the high price reached on 
Monday, and it closed for demand at $4.88, 
or within ten points of the high of the day. 
The rumors of gold exports that had been 
current sincé the beginning of the week, 
when the price of exchange began to ad- 
vance so sharply, became more specific, 
and it was said that gold would go out by 
Saturday's steamer. At the Assay Office, 
however, it was stated that no arrange- 
ments even of a tentative character were 
made to secure gold bars, and doubt was 
expressed in some quarters that any gold 
at all would go to England at this time. 
There is no question of shipments to any 
other point owing to the position of ex- 
change at both Paris and Berlin, which 
with London are the three points to which 
gold usually goes from New York. It was 
calculated by some exchange experts that 
demand sterling will have to advance 40 or 


50 points above the highest figure reached 
yesterday before gold exports could be ar- 
ranged with any advantage. In the same 


quarters the opinion was expressed that the | 


movements in the local exchange market 
within the next few days would probably 
put an end for the time being to the talk 
of gold shipments. Even if gold should be 
sent abroad the shipments cannot assume 
large proportions unless resort be had to 
gold coin, for the reason that the Assay 
Office’s supply of gold bars amounts to 
only $4,000,000. .The shipment of coin would 
require a much sharper adyance in ex- 
change than that which would permit the 
export of gold in bars.

IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 
New General Order Rate Schedule 
Is in Effect. 


Collector Stranahan Announces the New 
Rates of Storage, Labor, and Cart- 
age on Unclaimed Goods. 


Collector Stranahan yesterday announced 
that the schedule of rates for labor, cart- 
age, and storage on “ general order goods ”’ 
had been approved by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and that a contract based on it, 
with the American Transfer Company, had 
been signed, and would go into effect at 
once. : 

The ‘general order schedule” is the 
schedule of rates for storage, labor, and 
eartage for imported goods not claimed by 
the consignees within forty-eight hours 
after their arrival in this port. Then they 
are sent to bonded warehouse and held 
there, at the importer’s expense, to await 
a claimant. If not claimed within a year 
they are sold. 

The old schedule was made about fift: 
years ago, and included only about 100 ar- 
ticles. Collector Stranahan said yesterday 
that it included about everything that 
wasn’t imported and failed to mention any- 
thing that was. The new schedule includes 
everything that is imported as far as the 
committee which prepared it could find out. 
It mentions about 1,200 articles. It was 
prepared by representatives of the Collec- 
tor, the Chamber of Commerce, the Mer- 
chants’ Association, and the bonded ware- 
house men. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Sausages Must Pay Duty as Prepared 
Meats—Other Decisions, 


In a decision written by Judge Byron 8. 
Waite yesterday, the Board of United 
States General Appraisers overruled a pro- 
test by the Strohmeyer & Arpe Company 
of New York against the classifications as 
prepared meats at 25 per cent. of certain 
sausages. The testimony showed that they 
were composed of meat, vegetables, and 
spices and packed in fat or oil. The im- 
porter asserted that they were ‘“ blood 
puddings,”” and dutiable as non-enumer- 
ated manufactured articles at .20 per cent. 

General T, S. Sharretts writes a decision 
sustaining a claim by William 8S. Hansell 
& Sons of Philadelphia that articles in- 
voiced as/brown harness soap and Propert’s 
saddle soap were true soaps and dutiable at 
20 per cent. They had been classified as 
blacking at 25 per cent. 

In a decision by General Appraiser Fis- 
cher the board overrules a claim by Baese 
& Co. and R. F. Downing & Co. of New 
York that souvenir postal cards printed by 
the autochrome process are dutiable as 
lithographic prints. He rules that they are 
printed matter at 25 per cent. Mr. Fischer 
is also the author of a decision overruling 
a protest by Hermann Boker & Co. of New 
York against the classification at 45 per 
cent, as manufactures of metal of iron and 
steel sheets covered with a sheet of cop- 
per an one side and of nickel on the other, 
the whole welded together by pressure. The

POLICE AND PUSHCART 


MEN IN EAST SIDE ROW 


Peddler Makes Big Crowd Think 
That He !s Dead, 


AMMONIA SHOWS HE LIVES 


Committee Headed by Goldfogle Sees 
Mayor, Who Puts Dr. Darlington 
in Charge of Situation. 


Commissioner Woodbury’s effort to chase 
the pushcart peddlers under the Williams- 
burg Bridge yesterday resulted in innum- 
erable clashes between the street vendors 
and the police, and at noon the excitement 
reached almost to the riot point. . By that 
time no less than forty peddlers had been 
arrested. Magistrate Whitman was bein 
overworked in the Essex Market Court and 
the reserves had been called out. 

Both to the police and to- President Sig- 
mund Swartz of the Peddlers’ Benevolent 
Association it became evident that some- 
thing would have to be done quickly, and 
a committee was hastily appointed to see 
the Mayor. The committee selected com- 
prised about thirty men, headed by Con- 
gressman Goldfogle and Louis Zeltner, and 
they lost no time in getting to the City Hall. 

The explanation of the push-cart men was 
that Major Woodbury, having been informed 
that the peddlers who had licenses had a 
right to go wherever they chose, had taken 
another tack; that now he was acting with- 
in the law, but was enforcing a law that had 
been regarded as obsolete. This law re- 
quired, as the peddlers explained, that they 
do not stop more than thirty minutes in 
one place, and remain a certain distance 
away from street corners. This law, the 
peddlers said further, the Commissioner 
had himself broken a day or two ago when 
he had ordered them to stand at one side 
of the street only. Against the police, too, 
the peddlers had charges. They said that 
the police had asked in some instances to 
see the licenses, which, when produced, 
were retained by the police. 

Congressman Goldfogle and Louis Zeltner 
placed these grievances before the Mayor, 
and the Mayor informed them that under 
the law and the rights which their licenses 
gave them, the peddlers were not required 
to go to any particular spot. He told them 
also that whatever licenses had been taken 
away from any of their number which 
were regular would be returned. The com- 
mittee urged that the Mayor in some way 
arrange for a meeting at which it could 
meet Commissioner Woodbury and talk 
things over with him. 

The Mayor met the situation by placing 
Commissioner Darlington in charge of it. 
The Commissioner promptly sought out 
Commissioner Woodbury and the two men 
were still in consultation when the Mayor 
left the City Hall for the day. They are 
likely to consult with the Mayor to-day in 
the hope of bringing about some solution 
of the matter which shall be fair to the 
pushecart men and also bring about the 
more sanitary ‘conditions which Major 
Woodbury is striving for. 

The greatest rumpus of the day came at 
about noon, and ,was_ precfpitated by a 
peddler who preténded to be dead. The 
rumor got abroad that he had been killed 
by the police. The supposed victim was 
Samuel Levine, living on Cannon Street. 

Levine was standing with_his pyshcart 
at Attorney and Rivington Streets, where 
Policeman Cavanaugh, one of Commissioner 
Darlington’s men, saw him. According to 
Cavanaugh, Levinc was too near the curb. 
Cavanaugh arrested Levine, who tried 
pleading. He told Cavanaugh that he had 
a wife and two children, and that he did 
not know that he was violating the law. 


Cavanaugh was obdurate, however, and 
when Levine saw that he could do nothing 


Levine ran into a saloon to escape. Cav- 
anaugh and Policeman Spencer soon 
reached the saloon, but Levine had van- 
ished. The policemen then made a search 
of the house, and finally pulled Levine 
out from under a bed on the second floor. 
He pretended to be unconscious. 

The two men carried the prisoner out 
upon the sidewalk, and when they arrived 
there they had to lay him upon the pave- 
ment. Then Mrs. Leyine threw herself 
upon her prostrate husband and began to 
wail. The crowd took it to be that she was 
crying because the man was dead. Levine 
didn’t move a muscle, and as the crowd 
Was very great the two policemen. pressed 
a covered wagon into service and carted 
the prisoner toward the station house. 

Before the wagon had reached the De- 
lancey Street Station the crowd became 
menacing, and Policeman Spencer when he 
had reached the door grabbed Samuel Eb- 
stein and arrested him on the change of in- 
terfering with an officer in the discharge 
of his duty. When the prisoner had been. 
earried into the police station, still appar- 
ently dead, the Captain ordered out the 
reserves to disperse the crowd. It hap- 
ened that Dr. Doesch of the Gouverneur 
iospital was in the roll room at the time, 
and he promptly brought the prisoner back 
to life by holding a bottle of ammonia under 
his nose which cause Levine to throw a 
back pandovene.

Record, Arrested Here. 


JEWELRY IS WORTH $60,000

Coleman was arrested on Tuesday niz* 
at the corner of One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Street and Eighth Avenue by De- 
tective Sergeants Dowling and Oppenheim 
of Inspector McClusky’s staff. The arrest 
was made at the request of George S. 
Dougherty, Assistant Superintendent in 
charge of the criminal department of ‘the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency in this ci: 
and on a warrant charging grand larceny in 
the first degree. Coleman is well known to 
Inspector McClusky’s men, having been 
taken to Police Headquartes twice during 
the last three months. 

Yesterday he was arraigned before 
Magistrate Breen in the Tombs Court and 
then turned over to Deputy Sheriff Theo- 
dore Snyder of Otsego County, who, with 
Assistant Superintendent Davis of the Pin- 
kerton agéncy and Dettctive Sergeant 
Dowling, took him back to Cooperstown. 

According to Inspector McClusky, the 
stolen jewelry, which had been at the office 
of the Clark estate only a few days when 
stolen, was contained in three tin boxes, 
which were kept in the safe. On the day 
of the robbery, according to the Inspector, 
both the office and the safe had been left 
unlocked. Some one had entered the office 
while the clerks were out, but it was not 
until 6 o’clock the same evening that the 
robbery was discovered and the empty tin 
boxes were found in the basement of the 
building. 

The Pinkerton Agency was called into 
the case and its investigation led to Cole- 
man’s arrest. On the day fdllowing the 
theft of the jewels, Assistant Superintend- 
ents Beutler and Davis were sent to Coop- 
erstown to look inte the matter. Mr. Beut- 
ler at once decided that the robbery had 
been committed by a first-class sneak thief 
of long experience. 

“The conditions our men found,” said 
Assistant Superintendent Dougherty yes- 
terday, ‘“‘ were these: The office had been 
entered during the luncheon hour when the 
employes were away. The door of the safe 
had been closed, but only locked on ‘half 
turn,’ just enough to keep it trompblowing 
open. In our investigations of bank rob- 
beries about the country we have found 
that experienced bank thieves everywhere, 
when committing daylight robberies, are 
in the habit of selecting a time when most 
of the clerks are away, hence our conclu- 
sion that this robbery was committed by 
a man of that class. 

“Our Mr. Beutler wired us to send a num- 
ber of photographs of professional crimi- 
nals. We sent about 500 altogether. These 


Beutler exhibited to about a dozen people 
in Cooperstown, wno would have been in 
a pesition to observe if van iggy | had been 
seen about the office building shortly be- 
fore the robbery. As a result we have 
several witnesses who picked out the pic- 
ture of Coleman as that of a man who 
had been seen near the building within an 
hour of the time when the jewels disap- 
peared. With two of these witnesses our 
men went before Justice Stockan, who 
issued the warrant. We have several more 
witnesses, and there is no doubt in my mind 
that Coleman will be convicted. The war- 
rant was given to Inspector McClusky, and 
he and his men should have all the credit 
for the arrest.” 

None of the stolen jewelry has been re- 
covered. Coleman, when he was taken be- 
fore Magistrate Breen, gave his occupation 
as that of a clerk, and denied that he had 
ever been in Cooperstown, but beyond that 
declined to make any statement. Mr. 
Dougherty said yesterday that no evidence, 
except the identification of his photograph 
by several people in Cooperstown was in 
the possession of the agency, but several 
Pinkerton detectives are at present work- 
ing on the case, and developments are ex- 
pected before long. Mr. Dougherty said he 
did not think the Jowelzy would be recoyv- 
ered for_some time, because expert thieves 
seldom dispose of them at pawnshops, as it 
the wont of the small fry in the profession. 
He said he would not be surprised if the 
jewelry had been melted and the stones 
taken out, or it had been shipped to 
confederates in parene. 

The Pinkerton people, who know Coleman 
well, say that e many notorious crimi- 
nals, he.entirely lacks originality in every- 
thing except his thieving exploits, and that 
he mingles too freely with other criminals. 
He has been arrested at least a dozen times, 
frequently has been convicted, and at least 
a score of his sixty ye have been spent 
behind prison bars. s hair and mous- 
tache are now turning gray, but he is just 
as agile as ever. \ 

Under the name of Walter Williams he 
was sentenced to Sing one for five years 
on Sept. 14, 1 for robbi a bank in 
Poughkeepsie. mn Aug. 17, 1871, he made 
his escape in a tug. he pemnens was not 
then, as now, surrounded with walls on the 
river side. Coleman saw the crew of the 
tug go ashore. He dropped from a window 
in the prison to the deck of the tug, went 
down into the engine room, and started 
the engine, whereupon he returned to the 
deck, and, taking the wheel, steered the 
craft down river. He abandoned the boat 
near Spuyten Duyvil and made his way 
to this city dressed in the Captain’s cloth- 
ing. which he found on board. 

ne of his most daring attempts at rob- 
bery was committed in Washington in 1900. 
where he was known as Henry E. Hill. 
There he tried to steal a package contain- 
ing $80,000 worth of Internal Revenue beer 
stamps from the safe of the Collector, He 
Was caught, but acquitted, as the robbery 
had not n consummated. In November, 
1899, he tried to steal a satchel of currency 
in the National Park Bank in this city. He 
was arrested then, too, but escaped convic- 
tion. In 1877 he was arrested at Lockpore 
for a bank robbe: nd served four years 
at Auburn. In i884, under the name of 
Watson, he stole $2,700 from a Safe in an 
express office at Augusta, Ga., and got 
seven years in State’s prison. On July 4, 
1893, he was arrested for robbing the Bost 
Office at Rochester, N. H., and sentenced 
to four years in prison.

PLUNGER RYAN DECIDES 
T0 JLLOW EXTRADITION 


Will Answer $800,000 Larceny 
Charges in St: Louis. 


STARTED LEGAL BATTLE HERE 


Thought Better of It, However, When 
He Faced Prospect of a Night 
in Tombs. 


After starting a legal fight against his 
extradition from New York, John J. Ryan, 
the race track plunger, who was arrested 
on Tuesday on a charge of grand larceny 
and embezzlement in St. Louis, decided 
yesterday to withdraw his petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus and go at once to 
that city with the officers who came here 
after him. 

Ryan was indicted in St. Louis tn con- 
nection with the get-rich-quick turf syndi- 
cate scheme by which persons in the West 
were mulcted out of about $800,000. After 
his arrest on the race track at Brighton on 
Tuesday he was released on $5,000 ball by 
Justice Amend in the Supreme Court. Ryan 
surrendered himself at the District Attor- 
ney’s office yesterday morning. His coun- 
sel, ex-Judge John Nolan of St, Louis and 
Daniel O’Reilly, were waiting for him. They 
had prepared papers for an application to 
the Supreme Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus. 

Mr. O'Reilly immediately went before 
Justice Fitzgerald, and after he had ex- 
plainted that Ryan denied that he was the 
man mentioned in the St. Louis indictment, 
Justice Fitzgerald granted the writ, making 
it returnable to-day, Assistant District At- 
torney Johnston argued that it had been 
held repeatedly in the courts of this county 
that there was no power vested in a Jus- 
tice here to admit a prisoner to bail who 
was legally held on a Goyernor’s warrant 
demanding his surrender to the authori- 
ties of another State. Justice Fitzgerald 
postponed further proceedings until 
o'clock in the afternoon in order that he 
might look over the authorities Mr. John- 
son had referred to. 

Ryan, followed by all of the lawyers, then 
went into the court house corridor to talk 
over the matter. After becoming satisfied 
that he would be compelled to remain in 
the Tombs all night in case he continued 
the legal fight, Ryan told his counsel to 
drop further proceedings, and left the court 
house in the custody of Detective Killian 
and Assistant Circuit Attorney Fickheisen 
of St. Louis. He told them he wanted to 
stop at the Waldorf-Astoria for the night, 
and the permission was granted. 


NO PITY FOR POOF LANDLORD.
